Sir.—In last Friday's Jewish Chronicle one of your leaders—which have 
been most helpful in enabling a just conclusion.to be reached on the «uestion 
whether Jews can be Englishmen—speaks of me as the “originator” of those 
Services for British Soldiers of the Jewish Religion, “ which the Rev. F. L. 
Cohen is now so worthily conducting.” | 

Permit me to point out that this is assigning to me the credit for what 
belongs to my friend and colleague. My connection with the movement isextrem¢ly 
remote. What I did was a very simple thing—in speeches and in letters publicly 
and privately to urge upon English Jews the duty of furnishing their fair cor- 
tingents to the Army, the Navy, and the Reserve Forces just Jecause these ser- 
vices were voluntary in this country, and of thus proving that Jews were not 
only prepared to enjoy the privileges, but to bear the various burdens and 
responsibilities of Englishmen. At the time, my views met with a certain 
amount of abuse, But it has all come right, as a good cause always does 
in the end, and one proof of it may be seen in those Service for Jewish Soldiers 


which the Rev. Mr. Cohen inaugurated, and which he has conducted hitherto —

THE SABBATH RITUAL—A PLEA FOR A SIMPLER SERVICE. 


Sir,—Many of your readers must, I am sure. have been much struck by 
Miss I)ora Yates’s letter, which appeared in your columns a fortnight ago. Her 
plea as a daughter of Israel surely finds an echo in many a heart, and I, a mother 
in Israel, feel in full accord with her. We do need a simpler service, and those 
who should, but will not, recognise this want are but as ostriches. And those 


continue to 


ignore the fact of how utterly inadequate to the spiritual needs of our younger 


brothers and sisters is the present-day service, «ntirely in Hebrew. 
Our ministers, with just a few admirable e, ceptions, work in the old groove, 
the beaten path, more or less, of the well-nizh obsolete “Shulchan Aruch,” for- 


getting, or we will say ignoring, modern aspirations. 


Miss Yates’s words are sadly true ; our beautiful liturgy is read, much of 
it,so hastily or perfunctorily that we cannot possibly join or feel that we are 
praying, merely that the prayers are being said. Then again, her plea for a 
pause after that exquisite prayer, 1)S) ‘N28, would, if acceded to, give what 
all earnest people must desire—a few minutes for silent individual communion 
with God. I am prepared to hear some say that there are plenty of opportunities 
for this form of prayer in the home, but I contend that in the synagogue, God's 


-bouse, the very atmosphere of prayer, we are brought nearer to Him, and it 1s 


there that each heart should be able to pour itself out before God, whether in 
joy or sorrow. | 

May the day never come when an English service should replace a Hebrew 
one, our beloved Hebrew tongue must never be superseded : but the fact that 
we are English men and women as well as Jews must not be lost sight of. We 
dare not safely shut our eyes to the fact that to the present generation, Hebrew 
is not generally familiar.. We need not discuss whose fault that is, the fact 
sadly remains, and I feel sure that unless some portions of our beautiful prayers 
are given in English, there will be more and more defections from the ranks of 
Judaism. This need not necessarily mean that another faith will take its place. 
What is actually worse, a total absence of faith, or religion of any kind, will 
become the rule. 

Another tie of Miss Yates too ought.to meet with consideration, 
the reading aloud in English of some of the weekly Bible portions. Iam not 
surprised that she names for this purpose the Haphtorah, whilst modern ideas 
of decency are outraged by the indiscriminate passages we are forced to listen 
to at times, Fortunately, only a section of the congregation understands 
Hebrew, but is it notascandal that others, among whom I may include myself, 
must listen to such narratives as the one contained in last week's Sedrah 
(J? ]?)? Surely it is time that such parts of the scripture, which no decent- 
minded person could listen to, if read in English. should be omitted from public 


service, That some of our ministers do recognise the necessity for some change - 


in our service is patent to all, and a very happy suggestion was made a few 
om ago from the Bayswater pulpit by Dr, Gollanez, of which I hope we shall 
ear more, 


Oh that our leaders would listen to the “cry of the children,” and give them 
a service to satisfy their craving. ;

THE QUESTION OF ASSIMILATION, 


Sin.—In view of the prominence accorded to this aspect of the Jews 
question in Mr. Russell's admirable essay on “The Jew in London,” and the 
strictures passed thereon in your issue of last week, I would ask leave to (:y¢} 
briefly on one dr two points that have a direct bearing on the question, and },,y,

I think {he 
community may, for this purpose, fairly be divided into four Sections «ach 
tolerably distinguishable from the other. The first section comprises 
ultra-orthodox Jews who base their objection to intermarriage on p.:y|y 
religious grounds, and with whom ‘“in-marrying’ is held to be! 
unquestionably necessary as a belief in the unity cf God. They haven 5p 
scious desire to keep the race pure, but hold intermarriage to be incompat:)|e 
with Judaism as a religion. 
The second section includes a large number of more or less Atig!. \. 
Jews who, although not imbued with any deep religious feeling, and «fte) 
hopelessly lax in their observances, cherish and retain ano affection for, «i 4 
pride in, their race, coupled with vague, but none the less intense, hopes fv its 


rehabilitation as a race. Some of these are political Zionists, many are patr otic - 
Englishmen both in word and deed, all are morbidly jealous of the good name 
and honour of the community, and all object to intermarriage as destructiv. of 
the purity of the race, we, 

The third section consists of the large and inert mass of Eeaglish Jews who 
have no strong religious convictions, no strong racial feeling, no pride of’ 
ancestry. Some are quite indifferent on the subject, others may object to inter. 
marriage because they foresee practical difficulties in the resulting married <:.tc 
owing to differences in‘ temperament and character, others again realise tie 
difficulties often attendant on the up-bringing of the children. But with none 
of these are Judaism or pride of race influences of any weight. 

The fourth section need only be mentioned to be dismissed for the pur 
poses of my subject. I include in it those Jews who have deliberately elected 
to cast off all that binds them to their race and religion and who positively 
welcome intermarriage as the speediest means of hastening their absorption iy 
the country of their adoption, With these we have now nothing todo. Now, 
before coming to the (ientile point of view, [ must remark that (1) the objer tion 
to Jewish separativeness is an objection strongly felt by those of our critics who 
are in all other respects the kindliest and best-disposed, men who positively 
welcome Jews into their society and loathe the name of anti-Semitism ; (2) that 
the average Gentile is not aware of the various grounds on which the Jewish 
objection to intermarriage is based, but simply knows of its existence as a fact. 
I am not sure that even if he were made acquainted with the divers grounds of 
objection he would in all cases admit their force or express himself in sympathy 
with them. His point of view is that we owe it as a debt to the country of our 
adoption to let ourselves be absorbed therein, as has been the case with other alien 
strains, If we are received and treated as Englishmen, and accorded the fullest 
rights of citizenship, he reasons that the acceptance of these benetits implies 
a promise to treat Englishmen ¢n «l/ respects as Englishmen treat one another. 
There can, for him, be no right to enjoy English citizenship if coupled witha 
saving right to hold aloof from closer ties with the mass of English citicen: 
And one must not forget that there are many good friends of the Jews 
who, recognising their good qualities, are anxious that these qualities may be 
come a common heritage, and believe the ‘ blend” of Jew and Englishman would 
in many respects be a more perfect race than either of the component parts 
standing alone. ‘This is an opinion [ have constantly heard expressed, and 
although it may often have a purely selfish basis, yet I think it may ejually 
often be interpreted as the highest compliment that can be paid to our race. 
With many Englishmen purity of race is not so keenly aimed at and cheris)ied 
as strength of race. and the strong race is that which has the power to absor!) 
the good «jualities of foreign races without at the same time losing its own 
individuality and original worth. |

1 will not press this point further 
just now, but, percharce, you yourself willbe good enough to explain the con- 
tradiction of attitude which [have brie tly touched upon. 
_ The deflection in the correspondence published in your columns is due to a 
legal and political jection, one that the Zionist recognises, and which in no way 
alters his position. Every Jew born in any part of the British Empire is a sub- 
ject of the British Crown, and a citizen of the British Imperial State. Hence he 
is politically an Englishman since that elastic term has been used to cover all 
the peoples subject to the Crown. Nevertheless, in fact, he is no more an 
Englishman (that is a member of the English nation) than an Indian, a Zulu, a 
Sandwich Islander, an lrishman, or a Scotsman, all of whom are roughly dubbed 
Inglishmen because of their political Government and subjectivity. A Jew. 
born in Greece, whose father is a Moroccan Jew and his mother a Russian, can 
by five years residence in England (and sometimes even without that 
qualifying period) and the payment of certain fees naturalise him- 
self and becomes legally an “ Englishman.’ What has happened to him ° 
Is he in truth an Englishman or has he for convenience used a legal form to 
obtain certain advantages arising from English citizenship’ Now “ naturalisa- 
tion” proves that place of birth does not decide nationality, though all 
political arrangements tend that way. ‘To give one instance, a Roumanian Jew 
whose Roumanian nationality is denied him in Roumania becomes an 
“Eoglishman” by naturalisation. He takes a holiday jaunt with his family to 
Hungary where a child is born to his wife. That child is registered at the 
British Ambassador's office in Vienna, and hence that child is Erglish. Now 
then. what stands out clearest in all this, the fiction of citizenship by registration 
or the fact of Jewish nationality by birth. Let me set the problem in another 
fashion. Children of ‘ strangers” will be born in the future Jewish State in 
Palestine. Undoubtedly, they will be Palestineans, but will they be Jews 
becanse they are born in the country where Jews govern. 

Mr. Singer must know the old classic argument, “ What is a heap? ” 
Permit me to assure him the question of nationality is quite as subtle, if not 
more so. and that it.is not to be got rid of by a legal quibble. Does Mr. Singer, - 
for instance, think that if [ met him in Paris five years hence (after he had 
naturalised himself a Frenchman) that [| would think him a Frenchman, or, not 
even knowing him, mistake him for one. 

Again, the Chief Rabbi is German by birth, but by a political fiction he 
became a fully privileged British sulject—the tictron is. I believe, not even 
regarded as valid in Germany and certainly not in Russia if the naturalised 
individual returns to his native country—but which of the three qualities stand 
out most prominent in the man, the German by birth, the Englishman by adop- 
tion or the Jew by race, inheritance and parentage? Mr. Singer himself, I have 
been told—he will pardon me if [ am wrong—is exactly in the same position, 
This act thus helps us the clearer to realise the distinction between real and 
legal nationalism. The ‘naturalised’ subject does not change his nationality, 
but exchanges one set of political rights for another set which he makes secure 
to himself by an act of fealty to the State. | 3 

Well, Mr. Singer says, let us take common use, Now, is there any Jew who 
ever thought of Moses Montefiore except asa great Jew? Was his life devoted 
to the welfare of the British nation or did he fight'a great battle for the people 
of whom he was flesh and biood? The Egyptian Dictionary of National 
Biography might borrow Moses himself to add to its galaxy of great men—well 
even the most English of Jews would protest at that. 

Nationality is a combination of racial descent, inherited tendencies and 
sympathies. Some Jews are sympathetically Englishmen but on all other 
grounds Jews. The case of the Huguenots is not against the Jewish nationalist 
but counts for him. These exiles permitted themselves to be swallowed up by 
the Inglish people. “There are to-day no Hugenot exiles, but some people 
are descended from them. There, too, are some Englishmen who 
have Jewish blood in their veins, but they are not Jews and do not claim 
to be. They are the product of an examplé which many affect to approve and 
very few care to follow. -But there are Jews who have no English blood i 
their veins, have a separate tradition and are not Englishmen. 

Both Professor Hartog and the Rev. J. Polack get no further than the 
legal political quibble to which Mr.S. Van Mentz has given perhaps the bes 
answer that was ever penned in a.Jewish journal. | 


Now this question of nationality does matter. It is of exceeding importan 
in religious and national affairs. If the Jew is in each country of the peop 
amongst whom he is born, or with whom he lives, then the oneness of Israel 
ceases. It is mere blindness to facts to say there is religious unity amongst 
Jews. I would like to put a Moroccan Cabalist, a Galician Chassid, a. Russian 
Maskil.an American Reformer, Mr. Claude G. Montefiore and Mr. S. 8. 
Oppenheim, in one room, to argue out Judaism, and we should then know how 
much larger are the points of difference than are the points of agreement. 


If indeed we are “Englishmen of the Jewish persuasion,” then (1) the 
attribute ‘ Chosen” falls to the ground ; (2) as well as the “one people” Am 
Achad ; (3) and the unity of aspiration ; (4) the hope of one distinct future ; 
(5) and consequently not chosen passages but the whole prayer book should be 
thrown into the fire, and a new collection of prayers written according to the 
necessities of the Jews in each country. a 


lt may not matter whether one prays in English or in Hebrew, but at least 
prayer should be as honest as ordinary conversation. The man who prefers 
London, Washington, or Paris to Zion in Palestine should not play the hypo- 
erite. The man who wishes to identify himself with a people whose name is 
synonymous with power and affluence should not lament that he is in exile 
and suffering. To do this isto make the synagogue hateful to the honest wor- 
shipper, and to turn Bible reading, prayer, sermon, and ceremonial. into 
ridicule. |

Sir,—An important factor in the success of the Social and Literary S.\ety 
is the facilities offered for pleasant social intercourse. This is evidenced by the 
fact that while the social gatherings receive a full quantum of suppor't, the 
literary meetings appeal to but a limited number. The reason is not far to 
seek. The younger members of the community, in attaching themselves t\; the 
local Society, do so as a means of obtaining a little relaxation from the or inary 
routine of business, and not for the purpose of seeking any mental pabulum 

Those, then, who are responsible for the literary programme, are natura ly 
disinclined to expend a large amount of energy in the arranging thereof, wheu 
their efforts are likely to be rewarded by a paucity of attendance at the lev tures 
and debates. 

Now, if the limited number in each Society to whom a literary programme 
strongly appeals could be brought together, a large body of some importance 
would be formed, which might become one of the centres of Jewish literary 
activity and would be productive of excellent results, An easy means «f 
bringing about such a consummation is afforded by an arrangement by which a 
member of one Social and Literary Society shall be admitted to the literary 
yatherings of another on production of the membership card. I made this ver) 
suggestion to the North London Literary and Social Union some time ayo. and 
they cordially approved of it. A circular, dealing with the matter. was i-<ued 
by them, but, as far as I am aware, nothing more was done. 

I revive the suggestion in the hope that it may be brought to a practical 
issue, and I venture to think, Sir. that a great impetus would be given if you 
were good enough to invite, through‘your columns, the names of those Societies 
willing to enter into such an arrangement.

eleva'e. the reputation of England for devotion to serious music, When the 
musical history of the last qaarter of a century in England comes to be written, 
the nue of Frederic Hymen Cowen will loom large in this chronicle of art. 
Som: .ccountof his brilliant career will be of interest to our readers on the 


preseni occasion. 


Jr. Cowen was born in Kingston, Jamaica, on the 20th January, 1802, so 


that |e has scarcely completed 48 years, although so long has his name been 
before the public that many people—Americans particularly—look upon 
him .s an old man, He was only four years of age when his pareats 


left Jamaica to settle in England. His father, the late F, A, Cowen, 
on ming to England, was appointed Treasurer to Her Majesty's 


Theatre. and retained this post 
all iho time that the famous 
opera house Was directed by 
Bev Lumley, Smith, and 
Mapleson. Then occurred the 
great fire of 1867, when he 
moved to Drury Lane, and

rendered by Titiens, Patey, Nordblom, Stockhausen, and the choir of St. 
Thomas’ Choral Society. It is one of his most popular works, though having 
been produced at the earl; age of 18, it is very far from being his best, 
Indeed, in later years, Mr. Cowen has been heard to say that he would like to 
disown so immature a work. About this time he wrote an overture and some 
incidental music to Schiller’s “ Maid of Orleans” for the Brighton Festival, and 
“instrumented” part of the oratorio of “St. Peter,” which his master, Sir 
Julius Benedict, had written. 

In 1872 he composed a second symphony for the Liverpool Philharmonic 
Society, and an overture for the Norwich Festival. The following year he set 
out for [taly, with the object of writing a grand opera to an Italian libretto on 
the subject of the “ Lady of Lyons,”

With his return from the 
United States may be said to 
have commenced the era of his 
maturer productions, It was 
now that he produced his 
famous “Scandinavian Sym- 
phony” in 1880, This work 
has been described as “an 
effort to reproduce in music 
the ideas and emotions sug- 
gested by the stern mountains. 
and gloomy forests, the silent 


fiords and sounding shores of Scandinav a, as viewed, not merely in their 
physical aspects but also in the light of the heroic traditions and fantastic 
legends which make that country so attractive to men of our kindred race. 
This work has justly taken its place throughout Europe as one of the greatest’ 
orchestral works of modern times.: Previously to writing it, Mr, Cowen had 
visited the “ Land of the Midaight Sun” in company with Madame Trebelli. 
The “Scandinavian Symphony” was followed by “The Language of 
Flowers”; a charming orchestral suite full of light grace and poetic charm. 
Then came a delightful sacred cantata, entitled “St. Ursula”; the ‘‘ Welsh 


a trioas Trebelli, Joachim, and Santley assisted. About this time his playing — Symphony,’ which he produced in 1884; the “Sleeping Beauty ; and “ Ruth,” 


was heard by Thalberg, who was so delighted with the lad’s performance that 
he predicted a brilliant future for him. : 

It was now decided that he should be sent to Leipzig to enter as a student 
of the Conservatoire, There he was placed under Reinecke for composition, 
Moscheles for pianoforte, and Moritz Hauptmann for harmony and counter:

produced—at the age of fourteen—his first string quartet, and his first orchestra] 
piece of music—the department of music in which he has since become so famous 
both asa composer and a conductor. 7

Then, in 1868, he returned to London, and after giving several matinées at 
Dudley House he went to Berlin for a time to continue his studies at the Con- 


an oratorio which he wrote for the Worcester Festival in 1887, “ Thorgrim,” 
with its never-to-be-forgotten duet in the third act, was given by the Carl Rosa 
Company in 1890, This powerful opera, described by Mr, Charles Willeby in 
his ‘* Masters of English Music,” as “in more senses than one a masterly work,” 
was succeeded after a few years by “ Signa,” which was first performed in Milan, 
in 1893. It will be remembered that its production there excited a great deal 
of local jealousy, which caused Mr. Cowen deep annoyance. Subsequently the 
work was produced in London by Sir

| John’s Eve,’ was performed at the Crystal Palace in 188°, and 
another cantata, ‘The Water Lily,” was produced at the Norwich Festival of 
1893, Probably his greatest work is “ Harold,” an opera which was performed 
with great success at Covent Garden in 1895, but the subject of which it treats 
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is t90 sombre for it ever to attain to the popularity of “ The Rose Maiden. ' 
Among his more important later productions are; “ The 1 ransfiguration, In 
Fairyland,’ “Idyllic Symphony,” “Scena Dream of Endymion,” ‘ Ode to the 


’ Passions,” and “The Concert Stiick,” which Paderewski played at the London 


Philharmonic this year. 

Mr. Cowen’s reputation as a composer is only exceeded by the distinguished 
position he has attained asa conductor. For more than twenty years he has 
wielded the conductor's b’ton with an ability which has seldom been surpassed. 
In 1880 he conducted the Covent Garden Promenade Concerts, When, in 1887, 
Sir Arthur Sullivan retired from the conductorship of the London Philharmonic 

‘oncerts, the position was offered to Mr. Cowen, He accepted the post, and 
had scarcely entered upon his duties when he was invited to 
assume the musical direction of the Melbourne Centennial Exhibi- 
tion. The position was one of considerable importance, because of 
the influence which the musical portion of the Exhibition was likely 
to exercise on the development of musical education in the colonies. So every- 
thing was carried out on a magnificent scale, and Mr, Cowen was accorded a 
reception worthy of his musical fame. Seventy players comprised the orchestra 
and seven hundred voices the choir. Mr. Cowen composed * A Song of Thanks- 
viving”’ forthe opening performance, and the concerts were an immense success 
from every point of view. ‘The ovation which rewarded his farewell 
performance of “ Ruth” at Melbourne was simply overpowering, and wherever 


he appeared—at Sydney and Adelaide—his reception was equally enthusiastic. 


Mr. Cowen held the position of Conductor of the London Philharmonic Society 
from 1888 to 1802, and he was re-elected to the position this year. Then in 1806 
he succeeded the late Sir Charles Hallé as Conductor of the Hall’ Concerts at 
Manchester—a position which he held for three years. At the present time he 
holds the position of Conductor to the following musical bodies :—the Liverpool 
Philharmonic, the Bradford Festival Choral Society, the Bradford Permanent 
Orchestra, the Scottish Orchestra in Glasgow and Edinburgh, and the London 
Philbarmonie, 


Mr. Cowen is, moreover, famous as a song-writer. He has written in his 
time nearly 300 songs and duets.’ “ The Better Land,’ * The Promise of Life,’ 
“It was a Dream,’ Because,’ Snowtlakes,” Song of the Morning.” and 
innumerable others are known and appreciated wherever English song has 
penctrated,

* Barbara's Song Book,” published by ‘Mr. George Allen, is a gift-book, 
the appearance and contents of which will bring delight to the heart of any 
little lady fortunate enough to acquire a copy. It contains eight songs for little 
maidens, written by Miss Ellis Walton and composed by Miss Crcile Hartog. 
‘These songs are charminy as musical compositions, and still more so in the 
manner in which thonght, skill and intuition have been expended alike 
on verses and melody to construct them within the hmits of the powers 


of small folk. The only improvement that suggests itself would have 


been a simplification of the pianoforte accompaniment in three instances, so 
that, little girls could play as well as sing the songs, The verses are not only 
given with the music, in both staf! and sol-fa notations, both also independently, 
each with two clever drawings by John Hassall, admirably printed in colours by 
McLagan and Cumming. The cover has an illustration full of humour that 
will appeal to the juvenile heart. We hope to receive more of such delightful 
children’s books from Miss Hartog.

THREE JEWS ELECTED AS ALDERMEN. 

Mr. H. H. Collins has been elected an Alderman of Paddington; Mr, John 
Harris, C.C., an Alderman of Stepney; and Mr. Joseph Trenner, an Alderman 
of Helborn, All three gentlemen were returned as Councillors in their respec- 
tive boroughs at the elections held on the Ist inst 

A'derman H. H, Collins is the well-known architect of 61, Old Broad Street 
and is Dictrict Surveyor for the Eastern and Southern Divisions of the City of 


London. For over thirty years he was a member of the Paddington 
Vestry, which has now ceased to exist and has been replaced by the Borough 


Counct!. He has been. a Chairman of Standing Committees, and is now Vice- 
Chairman of the Sanitary Committee, an office which he has held for many 


years [le was first elected a Councillor, and then chosen by the Council amongst 


the irst four Aldermen, Mr. Collins isa Fellow of the Institute of British 
Architects, and of the Surveyors’ Institution, a member of the Council 
Institute, as also of the National Health Society. 
Mr. Collins is a member of the Council of the Anglo-Jewish Associa- 
tion and of the Committees of the Westminster Jews’ I'ree School (of which he 
is Honorary Architect) and of the Jews’ Deaf and Dumb Home, and was a con- 


siderable time on the Council of the United Synagogue. He was the architect — 


of some of the constituent synagogues of that body. 

Alderman John Harris is one of the representatives of Portsoken Ward on 
the (ity Common Council, and has also been actively identitied for many years 
with the local life of Whitechapel, which is contiguous to the eastern end of 
the City. On the Vestry of the Board of Works he has done much useful work, 
and many of the improvements in Whitechapel, notably the introduction of the 
ele: tric light, have been carried out during his long tenure of cffice as Chairinian 
of the Board of Works. It was through his instrumentality that the Wante- 
chapel Foundation Scholarships were tiade accessible to Jews, and it has 
been a source of great satisfaction to him that so many of these scholarships 
have been gained by Jewish children. He isa meniber of the Comiiittee of the 
Jews Free School and a manager of the Gravel Lane Board School, and was 
President of the Hand in Hand Aspslum, now the Home for Aged Jews. 
Mr. Harris obtained thejpresent premises in Well Street, Hackney, and designed 
the building. He still evinces his interest in the institution by obtaining y carly 
yrants forthe Home from the parochial authorities of Stepney and Whitechapel 

Alderman Joseph Trenner, of the tirm of 8S. Trenner and Son, (designers 
and manufacturers of artistic signs and of cut-glass letters), 73, Grays’ 
Inn Road. is the youngest of the three new Jewish Aldermen, For the past 
twelve years he was a member of the Holborn Board of Works, and up to the 
time of its recent dissolution was Chairman of its Law and Parliamentary 
Committee. He was one of the -original promoters of the Holborn Public 
Library, and was one of its Commissioners since its establishment in 183. On 
various occasions, as delegate of the Board of Works, he represented the 
district at Conferences held by the Corporation of London and the London 
County Council, on many subjects of importance. One of these subjects was the 
arbitrary action of the Gas Companies in raising the charge for gas to its present 
high price, In connection with the latter question, Mr. Trenner presided during 
the past year over a Conference of Delegates of nearly all the Local Authorities 
of London north of the Thames, and as a result of the movement (started by 
the Holborn Board: of Works) Parliament appointed a Select Committee to 
enjuire into the whole question. He gave evidence at this enquiry, as repre- 
seuting the Local Authorities of London, and after hearing expert evidence on 
both sides, the Select Committee reported that the y found the case against the 


Gas Companies fully proved, and recommended that an important reduction in 
+} 


the price of gas should be made a condition when next the Companies came 


before Parliament for further powers. Mr. Trenner acted as delegate of the 
Holborn District Board up till the last few hours of its legal existence, and as 
recently as last week he also represented Holborn at a Conference convened by 
the London County Council on the subject of reform in street paving and 
‘ieansing, and regulations in connection with streets and street traffic. He was 
also a member of the Governors and Directors of the Poor of the Parishes of 
St. Andrew and St. George-the-Martyr, Holborn. which authority bas been 
taken over by the Borough Council. Mr. Trenner is a member of the Council 
of the United Synagogue and the Jewish Religious Education Board, and 
Auditor of both bodies, and is W.M. of the Israel Lodge of Freemasons. He 
was also for some years on the Board of Management of the Central Synagogue.

The Rev. L. M. Simmons Memorial Fund. 


The final meeting of the Committee of the ° Simmons Memorial Fund” was 
held in Manchester on Sunday morning last, at the Great Synagogue Chambers, 
Mr. M. diss. Vivanti presided, and in his opening remarks said the sum so far 
received was close upon ninety pounds, As there were however several sums 
yet to be handed in, the total would probably amount to well over one hundred 
pounds. Whilst regretting that a still larger sum had not been raised for the 
fund designed to perpetuate the name of the late Rev, L. M. Simmons, they 
must remember that hundreds of people had given small sums, mostly of one 
shilling, to it. A donation of five guineas liad also been forwarded by the 
Maccabwans of London. Mr, Vivanti then asked for sugyestions as to the 
means by which the money subscribed could be best utilised. He hoped those 
present would arrive at a unanimous decision, as communal unanimity and peace 
were the ideals which their departed friend and pastor cherished most. The 
following resolution was subsequently carried unanimously.

Henriques and 
Mr. Vivanti were appointed Trustees in accordance with the above resolution, 
A vote of thanks to the President (Mr. Laski) and Committee of the Synagogue 
for allowing the use of the Synagogue Chambers was agreed to, as was also one 
to the Jewish press for the assistance they had given to the Fund. The 
Honorary Officers of the Committee, Mr, Vivanti (Chairman), Mr. Henriques 
(Hon, Secretary), and Miss Hesse and the Rev. H, Levin (Joint Treasurers), 
were also thanked for their efforts in support of the Fund.

HULSNER AGAIN CONDEMNED. 


The trial of the Jew, Leopold Hiilsner, for what is known as the Polna 
murder concluded on Wednesday, when for the second time he was found guilty, 
not however of the actual murder, but of having been connected therein. The 
trial lasted seventeen days. 

As an ordinary crime the murder of Agnes Hruza at Polna would 
have attracted little attention outside the locality. But the anti-Semites: 
ever on the alert, invested the case with a ritual character, especially as a 
Jew was accused of being the perpetrator. Throughout Hiilsner's first trial 
last year, at Kuttenberg, the Public Prosecutor as well as Dr. Baxa, the lawyer 
who appeared for the victim’s mother, sought to establish the fact that the 


murder had been perpetrated by Jews for ritual purposes, and it was considered | 


that Hiilsner was condemned if not de jure at least de jucto, on this ground. 
While Hiilsner was awaiting his execution. sensational stories were circulated 
that he had confessed his crime. and had named other Jews as his 
accomplices. There appeared to be no truth in these rumours. 
As Hiilsner appealed, the capital sentence was not carried 
out. Pending the hearing of the appeal, sanguinary anti-Jewish excesses 
occurred in several parts of Bohemia. The interval was also marked by the 
appearance of a pamphlet by Professor Masaryk defending the Jews generally 
against the “ Blood Accusation.” Hiilsner’s appeal was successful and a new 
trial was ordered, to take place this time at Pisek. He was indicted for ordinary 
murder, and on this occasion a second charge was added, viz, that of the 
murder of Marie Klima, which took place some time before that of 
Hruzs3, the similarity between the two cases leading the authorities to believe that 
they were committed by the same hands. Hiilsner was further indicted for 


libel, he having alleged that two of his coreligionists were concerned in the 
murder, 


The Jury on Wednesday found Hiilsner not guilty on the charge of ‘having 
murdered Agnes Hruza, but found him guilty of having been concerned in her 
murder and in that of Marie Klima, as also of defamation, Hiilsner was sen- 
tenced to be hanged. The verdict gave rise to violent anti-Jewish demonstrations 
in the streets. °

Whether this verdict, based upon dubious circumstantial evidence vitiated 
by violent prejudice, will give general satisfaction or not is doubtful. The 
second trial has, at least for all intelligent and impartial observers, 
finally dissipated the cloud of hideous suspicion and mystery of 
which unscrupulous agitators took advantage to convert the violent 
death of the young girl Agnes Hruza into a terrible indictment 
against the Jewish people and their religion. ‘The comprehensive and con- 
. vincing statement of opinion submitted by the Bohemiau medical faculty after 

careful consideration of all the facts, including the result of the pos! morfen 
examination, precludes the possibility of the blood of the victim having been 
removed and points tocircumstances which tend to show that the real motive of the 
crime isto be sought in the moral perversity of its perpetrator or perpetrators. The 
analysis of the facts by this independent scientific body demolishes the elaborate 
imaginative structure raised by the counsel for the victim’s mother, who com- 
bines the functions of lawyer, anti-Semitic agitator, and editor of a Czech 
Radical newspaper. ‘This theory, which was based upon the alleged absence of 
the blood of the murdered girl, was tacitly accepted by the counsel for 
the Crown in the first trial, which led to the decision of the Court 
of Cassation to quash the verdict and to order the new trial 
just. concluded. The well-substantiated opinion of the Bohemian 
medical faculty, together with the absence of all positive evidence of 
a relevant and trustworthy character calculated to weaken its effect, leaves no 
doubt in any unbiassed mind that the motive of the murder could not have 
been to obtain possession of the blood of a Christian. In dealing with this point 
the Public Prosecutor rejegted the ritual murder theory. He said :— 

‘ [tis impossible to make any positive assertion as to why the murder was 
committed. Some persons, however, have thoughtlessly, and others intentionally, 
set rumours in circulation respecting that motive whichit is now, unfortunately 
impossible to convince the masses were entirely false. But I hold that the 
' motive was not the one which pasted from mouth to mouth shortly after the 

murder of Agces Hroza—that is to say, the employment of Christian blood by 
the Jews for ritual purposes.” The Public Prosecutor then recalled the state- 
ment of the medical faculty in support of his opinion, and asked 
whether those scientific men were to be believed or if credence was 
to be given to the vague rumours that had already done so 
much mischief and caused such fierce animosity between different races and 
creeds. ‘The one mysterious feature in the case was, he said, the extraordinary 
_ manner in which the clothing of the deceased had been disposed of, That had 
led the med:cal faculty to suppose that the murderer wasa man of perverse 


ee and, therefore, that this was a ‘fresh instance of fetishism or 
sadism, 


According to the same correspondent, Dr, Baxa again attempted to obtain 
sympathy for the “ritual murder” theory, and sought to intensify popular 
prejudice by appealing to protect defenceless Christian girls against the danger 
_ to which they were exposed. He was publicly reprimanded by the presiding

He hoped tbat .members of the 
1} urd who had not hitherto made collections would now do so owing to the 
exceptional circumstances of the year, and that efforts would be made to reach 
these Jews who were but loosely attached to synagogues or not attached at ail 
toany. It was customary to publish the appeal during Chanuca, but as the 
festival fell late this year and the funds were badly off he proposed to publish 
lis appeal in the Jewish press on the 30th inst. 

’ Mr. B. L. Comen, M P., said that the work of feeding the funds should 
enlist the active co-operation of every member of the Board. New blood had 
been infused into their body, but new money was also needled: for it was a 
mistake to suppose that they could always go on reaping from the old vround. 
[It was to the new blood they looked to tap new sources of income, and, unless 
this were done, the Board would constantly find itself in the untoward circum- 
<tances described by the President. 

Leave to issue the appeal was then unanimously given. 

The PRESIDENT reported that Mr. A. Dunkels had resigned liis member- 
slip of the Board as he did not think it proper he should continue on a body 
for which he was unable to work. Mr, Dunkels, having regard to the state of 
the finances, had volunteered to anticipate for three years his annual donation 
of £100, and to give inone sum £300 for the years 1001 to 1003, 

The Board accepted Mr. Dunkels’ resignation with regret.

The Jew in London. 


The following letter has been addressed by Mr. L. J. Greenberg to the 
Duly Mail in reference to an article in that paper, entitled “ The Jew in 


~London: Is hea Menace!” The Daily Mail published an extract from the 


letter :-— 

The writer of the article which appeared in Saturday's Daily Mul 
under the above heading, gives some rough guesses at the Jewish population of 
the Metropolis, made by Mr. C, Russell in. his book, “The Jew in London.” I 
took some pains to get out some figures, showing the naomber of Jews in this 
country, and the true effect in numbers of Alien Immigration since 1881, for the 
purposes of the last Zionist Congress, and they show the guesses referred to, to 
be “rough” in the extreme. 

__ I found the total population of Jews in the Uaited Kingdom to be about 
100,000, and of these about 110,000 live in London. Of these again not more 
than 70,000 live in the East End. In 1881 the Jews in the United Kingdom did 
not probably exceed 70,000 and by natural increase—allowing for a larger birth 
and asmaller death rate than the general population—their number to-day 
would be approximately (0,000. Therefore some 60,000 Jews have been added 
to the population of the United Kingdom during the last twenty years by 
immigration. Of these about fifty or fifty-three thousand at the outside were 
foreign-born arrivals, the remainder being children of the immigrants born in 
this country. | 

One hundred and fifty thousand all told—men, women and children—in a 
population of forty milljons cannot be a very formidable “menace.” The 
arrival of some fifty thousand exiles in the course of twenty years, during 
which time some four millions and a half were added to the general population, 
cannot be said to be a very serious “ Alien Invasion.” 

“ Nearly eleven thousand natives of Great Britain left these isiands for the 
United States last month,” says the writer of Saturday's article, and again, 
“nearly 05,000 natives” did likewise “during the last ten months. And the 
inferenc’: he wishes your readers to draw is, that these were pushed out by the 
incoming “foreign” Jew. 

But, during last month, at the highest computation, not more than say 
25) to 3500 “ foreign” Jews arrived in this country for settlement. Did these 
two or three hundred poor aliens, then, oust eleven thousand Britishers?) Even 
the Jew’s best friend does not credit him with that capacity for ‘displacement.’ 

But the fact is the figure given is terribly misleading, for the writer has 
presented one side of the picture only. He has told us how many “ natives 
of Great Britain” left these shores for America, but he says nothing of the 
British who arrived here during the same period from the United States. 

For instance, in 18/0 there were {2.482 emigrants, natives of Great Britain 
to the United States, but there were also 53,645 British who in the same year 
arrived here from America, We thus see that the excess balance outwards for 
the year—and that of course is the important figure to consider—was 38,559, or 
some 3.000 odd per month. Of this excess 21,801 was the result of Imsh em- 
gration and immigration to and from-the States, and as the whole Jewish popu- 
lation of Ireland—native and foreign—is under 2,000, the Polish Jew 1s clearly 
not responsible for freland’s excess of emigration. 


. To suggest that the excess of 17,00 English and Scotch Emigrants over 


Immigrants, is due to the Alien Immigrant, is to ignore the millions who left 
this country for the United States before 1881, when the Russian and Polish 
Jew first arrived here in numbers sufficient to be noticeable. ; 

The United States receives annually, some 40,000 Russian and Polish or 


-other Eastern European Jews for settlement there. Would the writer of the 


article referred to like to suggest that they were the cause of the 53.000 British 
leaving the States during 18!) and returning here’ If so, then the trans- 
migration of the Jew is, apart from all other considerations, not-such a bad thing 
for this country after all.

which have been seduced by fervid rhetoric. What may be the truth and

| One of the numerous side issues arising out of the 
The Konitz murder has at length been settled, though, 
Konitz as the Times correspondent at Lerlin points out, far from 
Perjurers, satisfactorily settled. It will be remembered that in 


March Ist the body of a lad named Winter was found 
ina mutilated and, it is said, bloodless condition, in the town of INonitz, in 
Western Prussia. The circumstance was immediately seized upon by the 
anti-Semites, who moved Heaven and earth to prove the commission of a 
‘“ritaal murder.’ To force the hands of the authorities riots were 
fomented, which were only put down by the drastic employ- 
ment of the military, The crime was in due course fastened 
on a Jewish butcher, Levy by name, the chief witnesses against him 
being a man called Massloff, his wife, and two other women, named Ross and 
Berg respectively. Maysloff asserted that on the night of the murder he had 


: 
been in the backyard of Levy’s premises, for the purpose of stealing beef, 
when he heard groaning proceeding from Levy's cellar. Ile lay down on the 
ground and watched, and afterwards noticed several men leaving the house 
and proceeding in the direction of the lake where Winter's body was found. 
The evidence of the other witnesses was carefully got up in 
accordance with the story of the man Massloff. The case 
went on for several weeks, and attracted wide-spread attention. 
[n the result Massloff was convicted of perjary in connection with 
his theft of meat at Levy’s hons:—though with extenuating circumstances. 
He was sentenced to one year’s penal servitude. The woman [toss was also 
coavicted and sentenced to 2) years imprisonment. The unsatisfactory 
part of the result is that the jary did not convict Massloff of perjury in the 
eviderce he gave of what he saw at Lavy’s house, His evidence was full of 


contradictions, Together with the depositions of the other witnesses it bore, 


as the 7mes correspondent says, “‘every mark of fabrication with the objectiof 


obtaining the reward offered for the det: ction of the murderers.” It was also 
clear enough that the anti-Semitic agitation in K onitz consequent upon the murder 


had suggested to Massloff and his confederates the line they adopted. More- 
over, as the correspondeat goes on to point out, “ mysterious as the dis- 
appearance of Ernst Winter, a youth of sixteen was, there were several 
circumstances connected with his personal character and conduct and in the 
moral condition of the town of Konitz which point clearly enough to the 
circumstances in which he most probably met his death.” . Yet in spite of 
all these facts, Massluff was acquitted of the most material charge, and thus 
a new filli) was given tothe monstrous ‘ritual murder agitation. Germany 
may well blush at the slur and the stigma cast on the Fatherland, but 
impartial third parties will not fail to note the astounding and organised 
perjury which surrounds every attemyt at Jew-baiting, from the ritualist agita- 
tion in Bohemia and the Dreyfus case in France, to this scandalous 
miscarriage of justice in Konitz. |

Our contemporary’s ‘comments are in general excellent, but 
the words we have italicized are execrable. Doubtless in 
the Hast there have been recent accusations of child murder, 
but they were brought by Chinese against Christian missionaries.

The his 90th year. Mr. Marks is still the Senior 


Rev. Professor Minister of the West London Synagogue of British 
Marks. Jewe, and though his health is now uncertain he acted 


in his official capacity as recently as last Wednesday. 
He has thus given sixty years of service to a single congregation—a record 
which is probably unprecedented in the annals of the Anglo-Jewish com- 


‘munity. In his case so prolonged a tenure of office is a matter of historical 


interest, covering as it does the period during which the Anglo-Jewish Reform 
movement has been in existence. David Woolf Marks has survived all the 
founders of that movement, notwithstanding’ that some of them lied to a 
great age. In many cases he has outlived their children ; in not a few cases 
even their grandchildren. He haa seen three generations of Goldsmids 
carried to their rest. His oldest living congregants were mere youths and 
maidens when the synagogue was opened in Barton Street at the commence 
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ment of 1842. He must have married very nearly 1,000 couples in his time 
"—a large number of them representing the second and third generation of 
those whom he united in wedlock half-a-century ago. There can be few 
public men among us whose memory extends over so wide a period of com- 
munal history ; few who have come into such intimate and important 
relations with leading personages who have helped to mould 
our institutions. And of all Dr. Marks’s reminiscences, the 
most interesting must le those that relate to the changes 
that have come over the community in its attitude to his congregation. He 


has seen the gradual disappearance of that strenuous opposition with which. 


the Reform movement was met by a generation that numbered among its 
representatives Solomon Herschell and David Meldola, Dr. Nathan Marcus 
Adler, Sir Moses Montefiore, Sampson Samuel, and Louis Cohen. More 
remarkable still, he has witnessed improvements in the ri'aal, for which 
Burton Street was ostracised, introduced into orthodox synagozues with the 


consent of the Ecclesiastical authorities. Indeed, the decorum with which > 


divine service is conducted in modern synagogues, as contrasted with the state 
of things which prevailed sixty years ago, must be attributed in no small 
measure to the example ret by the West London Synagogue. 
The introduction of regular pulpit instruction into the service and the elevated 
status of the modern ministry are also features of our communal development 
which have been assisted by the same influence. Professor Marks is one of 
the most conciliatory of ecclesiastics, and such is his tolerant disposition that 
no man possesses a greater number of friends. They are to be found in all 
ranks of the clergy and laity. The Father of Anglo-Jewish Reform will 
celebrate his ‘(th birthday amidst good wishes from the entire community. 


‘Englishman of the Jewish Persuasion” is not a 
The satisfactory or exhaustive definition of the English Jew, 
Englishman ___ but the admirable letters we have published confirm us in 
Controversy. _ the belief that as a whole English Jews will not willingly 
give uj} the right to call themselves Englishmen. When 
the further question comes up for analysis, what kind of Eaglishman the 
English Jew is, it will be found that he differs from the average English- 
man in other things besides religious persuasion. His race is different, 
and that will always be an important factor, none the less so because 
“race” is a different conception from ‘nationality.’ He has his own 
past and may have his own future, just as many other Englishmen have. Be 
sure that to be born a Cecil is’ not quite the same thing as to 
be born Samuel Pickwick. What his future may be varies with his personal 
sentiments. ‘To some it is an ultimate physical return to the Holy Land, 
to others an immediate (an utterly impracticable) Zion, to others a merely 
spiritual re-union with the good souls of all the earth. To a few, the 
future of all their hojes may be to fulfil the after-dinner story (is there any 
truth in it?) of ‘little Hyam Bogchovski, the greener, who died the 
other day worth £1,500,000 and named Sir H. Bosh-Courtenay.” 
The bundle of sym) athies, hojes, inherited characteristics and history, 
go some way towards making a national composition, but yet 
cannot constitute Jews «a nation in the strict sense now-a-days 
from the simple fact (among others) that they are not accompanied by apy 
political inst'tutions. Although the Poles are sometimes xpoken of as a 
nation, they are not that in the same sense in which the Frenchare a nation, 
bat in that sense some of them are Russians, others Austrians, others 
Prossians. If in fact we are a nation we must cease to pride curselves 
vopon our Members of Parliament, and our electoral franchise. Mr. Ralli 
satin Parliament in spite of his Greek descent, because he was English by 
adoption ; and the same qualification won for the Rothschilds, Goldsmids and 
Salomons the political rights which their successors so worthily exercise, 
Thus Ran} tsinbji plays for Sussex as an nglishman, and yet in describing 
what kind of Englishman he is the biographer would not omit to add that 
he is a Prince, a Mahratte, a cricketer and a gentleman.

Insanity nervous temperament and often subject to mental 
Among Jews, disease is confirmed (so far as male Jews are concerned ) 
by the analysis which Mr. C. E. Beadles has given 

from his great experience, reported in our last issue. The excessive prevalence 
of general paralysis amongst our maie paupers is very noticeable, but it is 
‘consoling to find that it chiefly arises from removable causes. While it 
xists, it must be very distressing for the friends to watch the gradual failing 
of the physical and mental capacities. Presumably the poor cannot easily 
keep such helpless sufferers in their midst, but transfer them to the asylum, 
where they receive the greatest care and attention. The mental equilibriam 
f the Jewish women is, according to Mr. Beadles, not so easily upset as is 
mental balance among the general population, their neurotic temperament 
howing itself largely in the puerperal state. The insanities of 


at the epoche, ¢.¢., puberty, puerperal period, and climacteric, are generally 
considered to be due to intermarriages among persons of neurotic 
or insane stock. The members of the Medico-psychological 
Association, whose discussion we reported, seem to have confined thei; 
attention strictly to the facts before them, they did not go outside the 
Asylum to find a cause or contributory cause for the prevalence of lunacy 
Those who are acquainted with the sociological history of the Jews cannot go 
far wrong in asserting that in-and-in breeding is largely responsible for 
some kinds of insanity. Cousins and second cousins often intermarry at 
the present time, while formerly in this country marriages between uncle and 
niece were not uncommon, and they still are on the Continent, whence \ 
per cent. of the pauper cases come. It will, however, be remembered ‘at 
the marriage of kindred is generally held responsible for insanity deve! ed 
at particular periods of life (puberty, puerperal period, climacteric) and 
not for the distressing visitation of general paralysis, which is aser.jjed 
to syphilis, alcoholic indulgence, worry, injury and free living. The high 
percentage of lunatics among Jews is not confined to this country. [he 
new statistical year-book for Prussia (quoted by our correspondent 
Willy Bambus) shows that according to the proportion of Jews to 
the population there should be only 984 Jewish persons of unsound mind, 
Whereas there are actually 1,88. It is instructive that the numbers of 
the Jewish blind and deaf mutes, whose infirmities are also considered t.) be 
due to the inter-marriage of blood relations, are far in excess of what they 
ought tobe. Ina Drussia, there are 315 blind Jews, whereas there ought not 
to be more than 255, and there are 516 Jewish deaf mutes when their 
number ought not to exceed 341. By steady avoidance of inter-marrisge 
and by the operation of the greater ease and comfort which the absence 
of oppressive restrictions enables immigrants to obtain in this conutry 
we may hope to see these terrible figures gradually reduced.

lamentations which were first sung by the Pharaoh who knew not JJ: eph 
—that the inquiry why we are so few comes as a refreshing variation. le 
writer in question cannot understand our small numbers. The Jews, he says. 
are a healthy people, they are not given to celibacy, their marriages are any- 
thing bat barren, and Jewish children are brought up with an amount of 
tenderness and care which must make greatly for the conservation o! the 
race. Why is it then that it has taken them 1,500 years to double their 
numbers to the eight millions of which the people now consists ? ‘Ii they 
had multiplied like Anglo-Saxons, or Germans, or Slavs of the present day. 
they would exceed S00 millions. What is it that has kept them down 
It is not oppression, because the Irish, who were greatly oppressed, increased 
in the last century from two millions to eight. It is not because they fullow 
the law that all intellectual classes fade away. It is not because so many v! 
the children of Jewish marriages are girls, who, like their Gentile sisters, 
must often perforce remain spinsters. No, the real reason, he thinks, i~ that 
there is an assimilative tap on, or, as the writer puts it, there 's 4 
leakage, in the constant going over of Jews to those among whom they dwell. 
He assumes that an ancestress of John Bright was a J ewess, and com) lacently 


exclaims ‘‘we could tolerate a good many John Brights.” Yet it seems‘) us 
that the explanation of the problem he presents leaves a great deal to be 


desired. He hardly gives sufficient credit, for instance, to oppression as & 
decimator or depopulator, if we may use the expressions. His Irish illustra- 
tion does not amount to much, for the question naturally arises why, a/ter 
all these centuries, the people numbered only eight millions, and why at the 
present moment they number even still less, If anything, this illustration is 
an argument in the opposite direction. The Spectator does not 
make sufficient allowance, again, for the massacres that must have 
made huge gaps in the Jewish ranks. Nor does he explain how 
he reaches the figures of four millions 1,500 years ago snd e ght 
millions to-day. Furthermore, he allows insufficient influence to ©%¢h 
things as Ghettos in the exhaustion of Jewish vitality. On the other hand, 
he forgets that the numbers of a people like the Germans, with a land of their 
own, are constantly being swollen by immigrants from without who. inter- 
marry with them, increase their numbers, and lose their identity in the 
dominant race.

The Jews of Whitechapel are poverty-stricken because 
most of them have just come here broken in spirit and empty of jocket, as a 
result of oppression.

Apostates. It was such an appeal for fair treatment as might have 

een expected from so doughty a champion of personal 
rights. Considered in connection with the general trend of Mr. Levy's 


‘utterances, it does credit to his broad-minded sincerity. But his passionate 


cal for freedom of thought has somewhat miscarried on this occasion. So 
far as we know, it has never been suggested that all converts should be treated 
alike for the simple reason that they have changed their religion. 
There is, of course, need to discriminate between the possibly sincere 
apostate and the charlatan. In pleading for a sympathetic treatment 
of the former class, Mr, Levy was really beating the air. His advocacy of 
their cause has led him to overlook the consideration that the majority of 
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-apostates from the Jewish religion are undoubtedly insincere. Their 


motives for going over to the dominant faith are’ too obvious 
to admit of question. (ienerally speaking, the Meshummad 
represents. a very low type of person who preys upon the 
misguided zeal of conversionist societies, and the credulous persons who 
rally to their support. More often than not, he is an adventurer pure and 
simple. ‘Too lazy to earn his livelihood by honest means, he finds that the 
profession of Christianity places him above the need of toil. Even where an 
apostate is the victim of a policy of persecution which closes the 
avenues of advancement to professing Jews, he must be written down as a 
coward. He can scarcely expect to receive the sympathy of staunch Jews who 
cheerfully sacrifice their prospects for their faith. But the repugnance that 
is generally felt to the Meshommad rests upon stronger grounds than these. 
Jewish history is fall of instances in which renegades have turned 
round upon their former coreligionists to become their bitterest persecutors. 


Whether to curry favour with their new associates, or impelled by that — 


feeling of hostility which cannot forgive those whom one has injured, the 
Jewish renegade has usually been in the forefront of the anti-Semitic move- 
ment. No slanders were too malicious for him to fabricate. His very 
acquaintance with Hebrew literature became a pliable instrument of torture 
in his hands. In saying this we are not unmindful of many honourable 
exceptions to this condition of things, But when Jews have had such ample 
reason to regard the average apostate as a potential Titus Oates, it is not 
surprising that, in self-defence, they should have driven him into social 
ostracism. |

We have received a letter signed by twenty-four students from Kiew 
(Russia), calling attention to a rumour which is circulating in Russia, and las 
caused great anxiety among the Jews, to the effect that the Jewish Colonis:- 
tion Association has offered 1,000 francs to each colonist at Zichron Jacob, 
condition that they should leave Palestine, where they have lived and worked 
for many years.

The Workmen's Congress. 


On the 27th and 28th ult., there was held the Congress of Roumanian - 


Workmen, the fruit of recent agitations. Among the members of the Conuress 
there was not one Jewish delegate, for the Jewish Workmen's Societies were 
no! yvited. It will be easily understood, therefore that the tendency of she 
Congress was to create an inferior position for Jewish artisans and to exclude 
them as much as possible from this field of activity. As the result of the 
deliberations it was decided, iver alia, to request the Minister of Commerce 
and Industry to submit the following proposals to Parliament :-— 

|. The reinstatement of Guilds, after the style of the Middle Ages, 

2. The admission into the Guild, as artisans, of all Roumanians possessing 
workshops without requiring them to have diplomas of proficiency, Foreigners 
to be obliged to undergo an examination. In future all to be obliged to obtain 
. rtificates of proficiency, (It is easy to foresee who will easily and who will 
with difficulty obtain the certificate of proficiency), 

3. Only Roumanians to be allowed to serve on the Committees of Guilds 
and of Chambers of Commerce. 

|, Only Roumanians to be admitted to public auctions. 

M. Filipescu, Minister of Commerce and Industry, has promised that he will 
support “whatever maybe legitimate” in the foregoing proposals, In the 
event of these demands of Roumanian artizans, who form a minority as com. 
pared with Jews, French and Germans, being agreed to either in their entirety 
or partly, a fresh and serious blow will be struck at the Jews and will largely 
increase their poverty. 

Tickets of Travel throughout the Country. 

The Government prcfiting by the agitation against the Bulgarians, has 

revived an old regulation (set forth in the law .of against foreigners) 


wTecting foreigners who have. settled in the country and those 
‘oreigners who make a_ stay of least eight’ days. viz., that 
in both categories are obliged to have their passports. 
vised at their respective Embassies, and to receive from the 


police a ticket, which is pasted on the passport, authorising them to travel 
freely through the country. The Jews being recarded as foreigners, what 
will be their position’? The Governiient explained to the Prefects in a 
Circular that those who are born in the country and have complied with the 
Recruiting Law are to be regarded as ‘foreizners Roimanian subjects,’ and 
assuch are not required to obtain the travel tickets. After some time the 
Prefects were advised to “recommend” the Jews to provide themselves with 
certificates of identity, and some Prefects transformed this advice into Orders, 
-o that the persons affected micht not be exposed to tlhe severity of the “ Law 
Against Stranvers,” which provides for summary expulsion within twenty-four 
nours, When Jews applied for the, Certificates, all sorts of obstacles were 
nlaced in their way, and money had to be poured out freely in spite 
of the hard times. Not satisfied with this, the Government has adoptel 
a fresh measure, viz., to “recommend” to “aliens” born in the country, who 
have fulfilled the requirements of the Recruiting Law, to legalise their position 
\y asking for naturalisation, in return for which the Government will give them 
certificates whereby they may justify their situation, Some Jews have 
interpreted this measure asan intention of the (covernment to settle the Jewish 
question by means of naturalisation, but those who are well-informed are aware 
that in the most favourable case only a dozen or two naturalisations will be 
granted annually, and that consequently this is not the solution of which the 
(;overnment has thought. The motive is purely financial, for, according to the 
calculations of a newspaper, the State would benefit to the amount 
of at least four million francs from the stamps that will be 
required for the petitions and the documents acvcompapying them. The 
Indépendance Roumaive having expressed the opinion that if the Jews are to be 
officially recognised as Roumanian subjects they will no longer be liable to 
expulsion, the semi-official Ti jul has hastened to declare that the /idépendi ice 
is mistaken. The Jews are and will remain aliens, and their situation has not 
been modified in the least. All that has been done is to specify who has the 
right to a Roumanian passport and to be dispensed from providing himself 
with a Travel Ticket. As in the past, Jews as aliens will be expelled when 
they enter into conflict with public order. What this means in our country 
is shown by the expulsions that have been carried on for the past twenty 
years, 
| For the moment the situation of Jews who have to travel abroad has again 
become difficult, as in some districts difficulties are raised when passports are 
applied for, | | | 

If the usual regulations for Travel Tickets are not allowed to lapse the 
result wil! be disastrous for native Jews. For it must not be forgotten that the 
former generations rarely troubled about certificates of birth, seeing that civil 
registers have been only introduced since 1867, and then not rigorously, and that 
communities did not regularly keep registers if they did so at all. 

The Government has introduced a fresh regulation whereby persons who 
forsthe past ten years have not been foreign subjects and have legally renounced 
their nationality will be admitted as Roumanian subjects ; for these a separate 
_ register will be kept, as well as for “ foreigners Roumanian subjects.’ 

Expulsions from Villages. 

I wrotefyou at the time that the Minister of the Interior had recommended 

local authorities not to impede the settlement of Jews in villages and not to 


expel those already settled there. But the order has not been obeyed. Let me | 


give a recent typical example. | nee 

Itzic Leba Feldermann, domiciled at Belceschti (District of Jassy), has 
lived there twenty years. He possesses a Conscription Certificate, No. 1,874, 
dated 25th April, 1874, a certificate of good conduct, No. 5,200, delivered by the 
Commune of Belceschti, and a contract with the State whereby a certain area 
of land was leased to him. Although the lease does not expire till next year, 
he has been “invited” by the Sub-Prefect, Petrache Alexandrescu, to quit the 


| Commune, but he has not received a legal order.

He went to Jassy to complain 
to the Prefect, and at the same time he telegraphed to-M. Carp. the Prime 
Minister, from whom no reply has yet been received. During his absence, the 
Chief of the Garrison, with some militiamen, went to his house, where the wife 
and five children were left behind. They broke open the door and then so 
brutally beat the woman that she fell to the ground insensible. She was 
dragged by force to the Mairie. where she again swooned. Mrs, Feldermann 
has telegraphed for redress to the Prime Minister. | 

The anti-Semitic propaganda against the Jews is being continued in the 
villages, with the result that their life is becoming unbearable. 

Expulsions from the Country. 

Recently a number of poor Jews have been expelled from Roumania as 
vagrants. On the other hand the order for the expulsion of Rabbi Aron Josif, 
of Dorohoi, has been revoked. The order was issued, because he complained in 
a public sheet that sufficient Hebrew was not taught in the Jewish Schools, 
which was regarded by the authorities as an incitement to rebellion. The 
expulsions of the journalists, Branishseanu and Albert Friedmann, have also 
been countermanded. | 

-M. Carp having been questioned in Parliament about the abuses committed 
by ordering expulsions on unfounded police reports, replied that the law did not 


oblige him to give reasons, |

The Murder of a Jew in Morocco. 


A Reuter’s telegram from Washington, dated Monday, states :—Moroceo 
has again declined to accede to the demand of the United States for the pay- 
ment of an indemnity as compensation for the murder of a naturalised 
American subject, named Essagui by a Moorish mob. ‘The refusal is 
accompanied by an intimation that the Shereefian Government holds 
itself free from any liability under the convention between Spain and 
Morocco. The State Department is of opinion that the representations of the 
United States Consul-General at Tangier will be more effective if supported 


morally by the presence of an American warship. It is probable that the 


Consul-General will sail as a passenger on a vessel to be selected by the Navy 
Department, ev route to Fez, again to present. the American claims to the 
Shereefian Court. The warship, it is added, will proceed to the port nearest to 
the Moorish capital.

A paper entitled ‘‘ Landmarks in the History of the Lodge of Tranquillit y 
1787-1870” was read by Bro, P. ORNsTIEN, L.P.M., at the Annual Dinner of the 
Tranquillity Lodge of Instruction, on Thursday, the 8th inst., at Frascati's. Bro. 
J. Gerson, W.M, presided. The history of the Lodge of Tran juillity contains 
much that is of great Jewish interest. The records of the Lodye contain many 
names of Jews who have figured in Jewish communal affairs, and several of 
even wider interest. The following names, with their descriptions at the time 
of their initiation or joining, are taken at random from a history of the Lodge 
published in 1874 :

‘Rev. M. B. Levy, 1854, Clergyman ; Eiward Lasker, 1856, Merchant; Moss Ansell, 
1856, Manufacturer; Henry A. Isaacz, 1857, Merchant; Algernon E. Sydrey, 1857, 
S:licitor; David Davis, 1856, Merchant; Maurice Hart, 1856, Merchant; George J 
Emanuel, 1861, (now Chaplain of the Provircial Grand Lodge of Warwickshire ; Moss 
Ieaacs, 1861, Iron Mercbant; Bernard Kirnbaum, 1863, Waterproofer; Dr. Hermann 
Beigel, 1863, Physician; A. Ri senfeld, 1863, Importer ; Joseph Magnus 1864, Warehouse- 
mann; Nathan Moss, 186, Furniture Manufacturer; M: Makowe’, 1870, Silk Merchant ; 
S. Simons, 1870, Merchant; Dr J. Schnitzler; 1870, Dcctor cf Philosophy; Dr Franz 
Oppert, 1870, Physician ; Daniel Marks, 1871, Clerk. 

In the course of his highly interesting paper Bro. P. Ornstien mentioned 
that there was on the Minutes of the Lodge a record which was, perhaps, 
the most extraordinary ever associated with the transactions of an 
English Masonic Lodge. On October 15th, 1791, “it was agreed by 
the brothers, the better to avoid imaginary insult if any of them 
inadvertently should recommend a Jew, that he could not be admitted as a 
brother on any pretence whatever in future.’ From the wording of the reso- 
lution it would appear as though Jews had at one time been members of the 
Lodge, but names of a Jewish character could not be traced on the list of 
members at that period. It was, moreover, doubtful whether in 1791 there were 
in England Jewish Freemasons, because at that date Jews possessed neither 
civil nor religious liberty. A past historian, Bro. Constable, in commenting 
upon the resolution said that “it was a violation of one of the grand principles 
upon wh'ch our Order is founded. Inthe present day we have further reason to 
regret the foregoing resolution because our Lodge was resu-citated by Jewish 
brethren in 1840.” For over half-a-century from the year 17"}, the existence of the 
Lodge was of the most precarious nature. Interest in the proceedings dwindled 
to such an extent that on the minutes of that day there appears the 
constant entry of “not sufficient number to form a_ Lodge.’ But 
on the 24th of January, 1847, nine members of the Joppa Lodge, all of the 
Jewish faith, seceded from their own Lodges and became members of the Lodge 
of Tranquillity. Among them was Bro. Alexander Levy, who is an active 
member at the present day. ‘I'he joining members undertook to free the Lodge 
from all hability, and three of their number, Bro. Barnett Moss, Bro. Lewis 


Isaacs, and Bro. Joseph Abrahams, were elected W.M.. Treasurer, and Secretary | 


respectively. Commenting on the proceedings, Bro, Constable remarked - 
‘ This may be considered one of the greatest features in our history. for we 
have continued an uninterrupted course of prosperity, exceeded the most 
sanguine expectations, demonstrated that we are decidedly a Jewish Lodge, and 
proved how invidious were the proceedings of our predecessors when they 
determined not to admit a Jew in future under any _ pretence 
whatever. However diffusive was the charity of our ancient brethren 
| fearlessly assert that in no Lodge throughout the Craft have 
our grand principles and cardinal virtues been more fully exemplified 
than by those brethren whom we may term resuscitators, and by those who have 
followed them.” Continuing, Bro. O-nstien said that he could not trace that the 
obj ctionable resolution had ever been cancelled, nor did he think it necessary 
that it should be. It brought its own condemnation. He was con- 
vinced that no resolution of such a character would be countenanced 
in any English Masonic. Lodge at the present time. Having estab- 
lished the Lodge on a _ sound basis, the members proceeded in 1835” 
to form a charitable fund to be carried on independently of the Lodge. 
The resolution was proposed by Bro. Abraham Abrahams, seconded 
by Bro. P. M. Alexander Levy, and carried with only one dissentient. From 
small beginnings, the fund has steadily grown to gigantic proportions, and during 
its existence has been the means of rendering material assistance to many. 
Bro. P. Ornstien concluded his paper with the recital of another interesting fact, 
On the 2Ist of February, 187), Bro. Hermann Beigel, M.D., was installed W.M., 
and very shortly afterwards was appointed Staff Surgeon to the Prussian Army 
in the war between France and Germany. On the minutes of the Lodge is 
entered the following letter received from the scene of action :— | 


ws | Before Verdun, October 5th, 1870. 
DEAR SIR AND BRO.—The time of meeting approaches for our Lodge. On Monday 
next, the summonses should be in the hands of its members for the first meeting, and alas 
I am far away unable to attend those duties which I have always discharged with the 
reatest pleasure. Need I tell you, my dear brother, how painful it is to me to be absent 
rom the Lodge for the first time since I had the honour to be a member of it. But the 
march of history has called me from home and hearth in order to take part in a war as 
important and remarkable as any yet recorded in the history of the human race. For- 
tunately my duties on the battlefield are strictly masonic. In my avocation I know no 
enemy, soothing and alleviating pain and suffering wherever they present themselves to me. 
Friend or foe I succour his weaknesses and relieve his necessities. More than once when 
I had to perform the sad duty of operating under fire, when thousands of shells were 
flying about and balls pouring down like rain, I thought of the beautiful and quiet hours 
when I was with my brethren at Radley’s, and I become imbued with confidence that I 
ehall return to them again when the horrors of war shall subside. Please give to each of 
our brethren my hearty feelings of assurance that I already hail the time when I shall be 
able again to fulfil the duties of the Chairman in the Lodge of Tranquility and try to 
discharge those daties to the satisfaction of its members,

It brings home to us all the goodly heritage which has 
been handed down to our safe keeping. Our Lodge has passed a career of 
ups and downs. It has had to battle against the stress and 
storm of difficulties which have been happily surmounted by the dogged and 
faithful persistence of those who have gone before us. It has been on the 
brink of dissolution ; it has been bruised with adversity ; and in the hour of its 
greatest trials and troubles a few faithful brethren remained staunch to their 


sacred charge, It is now fortunately in its zenith, In the day of Prospi sity 
we can rejoice—but let us not forget.

The prizes were distributed on Thursday, the &th inst., to the pupils of the 
Gravel Lane Board School, which, although not a denominational school in the 
accepted sense of the term, is attended almost exclusively by Jewish children. 
Dr. F. Gorpon Browne presided at the meeting, which was held at the 
Goulston Street Baths, Aldgate, and the prizes were distributed by Lady Faudel 
Phillips, who was accompanied by Sir George Faudel Phillips. Bart. 


The prize-distribution was preceded by an entertainment given by the 
pupils. One of the prettiest items of the entertainment was the ‘Six Little 
Wives” song from San Toy, sung in Japanese costume, There was also a 
‘ debate” among the girls on ‘‘ What should be the chief aims of life,’ conclud- 


ing with a“ patriotic action medley” by the infant boys and a Swedish Drill 
display by the girls, 


The CHAIRMAN said that the abolition of corporal punishment in the school 
seemed to be attended by the happiest results, notably in the affection which 
the children manifestly had for their teachers, and the wonderful record of 
regularity of attendance by the pupils. The registers showed an attendance of 
“7 per cent., which was higher than in any other school under the Board, 
The traditions which have made the Gravel Lane School one of the most 
successful in London, bad been always impressed on the pupils by the Head- 
mistress, Miss Esther Myers, and they were as clearly stamped on each 
individual child as was the Queen’s likeness on the British coinage. 


Lady Faudel Phillips then distributed the prizes, for which a vote of 
thanks was afterwards passed to her at the instance of Mr. W. H. Key, C.C, 
Mr. Key said that he was ‘ieee of all the City schools, but he considered the 


(iravel Lane School accomplished work as useful or even more useful than any 
other constituent of the Board. 


Lady FAtUpEL PIILLIPs, who was received with enthusiastic cheers on 
rising to respond, expressed her gratitude for the cordiality of her reception. 
She said that it was not inappropriate that the distribution of prizes to a school 
which was getting on swimmingly should be held at a swimming bath. She had 
been delighted at the efficiency which the children bad attained in the subjects 
embraced in the school curriculum, but she would have also liked to know that 
the girls were proficient in such subjects as sewing, cookery, nursery, and 
washing. That training should however be given in the home. (Quite as 
important as the instruction which girls received at school was a thorough 
training in those household duties which would enable them to lighten the 
burden which at home always devolved upon the mother’s shoulders. 


Sir GeEorGeE who was received with cheers, said that he 
had once been told that he was a good speaker, and for some years he had fondly 
believed that he was. Man's vanity had no limit:—(Laughter.) But that 
delusion had been dispelled since listening to Lady Faudel Phillips speech. He 
had been compensated for his disappointment however by the pleasure which 
he had derived from the excellent entertainment given by the pupils. During 


_its progress he could not help thinking that children who had been so well 


drilled and trained at school would creditably perform the duties of life in the 


future. He reminded those pupils who would soon be leaving their school life 


behind them that they had been blessed with the citizenship of a great and 
glorious countrs, and it should be their constant care to be worthy of that privi- 


lege, and do nothing to disgrace it.

The Jews and the Austrian Parliamentary 
Elections, 


OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 


VIENNA, NOVEMBER 


he coming general election for the Reichsrath is of the greatest importance | 


for ‘ie whole of Austrian Jewry. On the composition of the new Reichsrath 
will depend whether Parliamentarism is to continue in Austria or whether it 
is to bereplaced by Absolutism. The present Parliamentary crisis is seriously 
aff ting trade and industry, and with the rest of the people the Jews have to 
suior, The Jews as such must hope for the maintenance of a parliamentary 
regime, for in Austria Absolutism can only be clerical and anti-Jewish. 

Whether the new Parliament will be able to do any work remains 
to be seen, for Austria is a land of improbabilities. Thus much 
can, however, be predicted, that the number of anti-Semitic deputies will be 
greatly swollen, In Lower Austria, the domain of the Christian Socialist 
Lueger Guard, with the exception of Vienna, things will remain as before, but 
the anti-Semites hope to win the Western Division of Vienna, the Leopold- 
stal', hitherto represented in Parliament by a Jew, Hofrath Kareis, and the 
luner City (the equivalent to yourown “ City”), which in the last Reichsrath 
returned @ Liberal. In the Inner City, which sends anti-Semites to the City 
Council, 6,000 additional electors, consequent on a new Income Tax Law, have 
to be reckoned with, and on those new voters the result will largely depend. In 
the Leopoldstadt, the anti-Semites are putting up Dr. Neumayer, the Vice. 
Burgomaster, which is a proof that they hope to win. 

In Bohemia also, the German Nationalist Racial Anti-Semites belonging to 
‘he Scbonmerer party, which hitherto has only had seven representatives in 


Parliament, may expect a considerable increase in the number of their deputies., 


Thanks to the energetic agitation of this party the German Liberals in Bohemia 
have lost nearly all their ground; even the Social Democrats are seriously 
iireatened. The constituency of ger, which previously returned the NSocia 
(vemocrat, Dr. Verkauf, has now become the stronghold of the (i:erman 
Nationals, In Bohemia and Moravia the Schonerer party among the Germans 
will have a majority of deputies, | 

Of the greatest interest to Jews is the situationin Galicia. In that country 
live a million Jews, a seventh of the entire population, in the utmost poverty, and 
these are compelled to render political helots service to the Conservative-Anti- 


Semites. The position of the Jewish electors is a very unhappy one, as 


they have to choose between the vengeance of the authorities if they vote against 
the aristocracy, and the worst excesses on tlie part of the peasants if they 
avitate against the candidates of this section of the population. ‘he franchise 
is for the Galician Jews a real torment. and really the political situation of the 
l\ussian Jews who are without political rights is one to be envied. I will give 
an instance in proof, 

In Zloczow, the same district where Dr. Landau is standing against Dr. 
lbyk—both of them Jews—an election took place several weeks ago for a mem. 
ver of the Galician Diet. The majority of the Jewish electorsvoted for the 
‘/pposition candidate, Professor Baron, and against Dr. Schitzel, the canditate 
recommended by the Schlachta, the powerful political organisation. ‘lo punish 
‘hom for their attitude, 52 petty Jewish traders were, a few days after the 
ciection, summoned before the District authority, and fined twenty-five guiden 
tor an alleged violation of the Sunday rest. For the small tradesmen in Galicia, 
twenty-five gulden represents a whole fortune. A panic arose, and the member 
for a neighbouring constituency, who needs the Jews for his election, intervened 
with the authority, and succecded in obtaining the remission of the fines, The 
iuthority in question sent for the defendants, and addressing them as “Jews.” 
warned them against a repetition of their action. And Galicia is situated in 
Austria, Constitutional Austria. 


But if.one may judge by the prevailing spirit in Galicia, the Jews will no 


‘ouger allow themselves to be influenced by local authorities as before. ‘They 
have become riper in political knowledge, and are aware that there are higher 
authorities than the local functionaries. ‘The Jews will act less aggressively 
for the Schlachta than they have been accustomed to do. ‘he sanguinary 
excesses at Neusandec and Jaslo are still fresh in the memories of all. It is 
known that these excesses were the consequences of the hostile attitude of the 
Jews towards the peasants at the elections; but this time it would be dangerous 
for the Jews to make themselves prominent, as Father Stojalowski, the Galician 
Lueger, possesses enormous influence among the peasants, and can send from 
ten to twelve adherents at least to the Reichsrath. 

It is different in the towns. In five urban constituencies the Jewish electors 
are in the majority, and are able to send their own coreligionists to Parliament, 
Hitherto they have only exercised this power in two districts, viz, Brody- 
4ioczow and Kolomea-Buczacz. In Kolomea Dr. Bloch was for many years the 
inember, and before him was Rabbi Schreiber, of Cracow ; in Brody Dr. Ludwig 
Landau and Dr. Byk have been the successive representatives in the Reichs- 
rath. Dr, Byk is again standing, and if the electors were free to decide they 
would give him his congé. The miserable condition of the Jewish inhabitants 
of Brody and Zloczow, for whom Dr. Byk has done nothing, is the severest 
indictment against him. Moreover in the Araten Convent scandal he played an 
“(uivocal réle, as he supported the Minister for Galicia, who refused to help 
the father of the stolen girl, in his candidature for Lemberg in the Diet. A large 
section of the electors have invited Dr. Saul Rafael Landau, the Vienna lawyer 
and former editor of the Zionist organ, Die Welt, to oppose Dr. Byk, Dr. Landau 
has accepted the invitation, and will deliver his first address at Brody next 
Sunday, In Kolomea several Jewish candidates will stand against each other. 
At present a Socialist, Dr. Schorr, has the best prospects of success, provided 
Dr, Salz, of Tarnow, does not enter the lists as Jewish National 
candidate, 

Wealthy Jews are not coming forward this time, as it is feared that the new 
House will not last long, Seats in Parliament are, therefore, considerably 
reduced in value. 

In Radantz—Suczawa—Seretz (Bukowina), where the Jews also form the 


majority of electors, Dr. Bloch’s candidature was projected, but the idea was 
abandoned, as the Government of Bukowina has in view a Christian University 
Professor. 


To sum up the foregoing remarks, it is certain that the anti-Semites in the 
new Parliament will be largely reinforced from Bohemia and Galicia, and that 
it is still uncertain whether an independent and energetic Jewish member will 
be returned to oppose them unless the strongest efforts are put forward by the 
Jewish voters. Elections cost money, and the wealthy Jews in Austria have 
inoney for everything except for the interests of their coreligionists. The 
Polna murder trial, which is coming to a close this week, seems to have 
interested the Jews in Berlin far more than the Jews in Vienna. 


The New Governor-General of Algeria and 
Anti-Semitism. 


-M. Jonnart, the new Governor-General of Algeria, has made it clear tha 
anti-Semitism will meet with no support from him;and that he will live up to 
his professions of unshakeable devotion to the principles of equality for all 
and of respect for religious libarty. When he landed at Algiers, his Excellency 
was received by the notorious anti-Jewish Mayor, Max Régis, who inter alia 
remarked: ‘“ The Jewish Question has existed for centuries and centuries, and 
will continue to exist as long as, by some inevitable;shock or a regular juridical 
solution, a prompt and radical end is not put to it. We are anti-Jews, and 
anti- Jews we will remain.” | 

M. Jonnuart replied: ‘‘My ambition is to proclaim with Algeria not only 
its attachment to the Republic but its fidelity to the Republican spirit which, 
emanating from the Daclaration of the Rights of Man, from the essential 
principles of the Revolution, repudiating wars on race and religion, must pene- 
trate and command more and more the work for which we are responsible to 
civilisation and to humanity. I hope to find throughout Algeria the ineffaceable 
imprint of the French soul, of the genius of our powerful race, and above all. 
generosity, tolerance, and goodwill.” | 

Replying to the Grand Rabbin, who, in the course of his address referred 
to the anti-Jewish riots which had under former Administrations taken place 
in Algeria, the Governor-General said: ‘I cannot do better than remind you 
of the Prime Minister's eloquent and weighty declaration to the Israelite 
Consistory of Toulouse. With him, I regard wars of race and religion as a 
remnant of barbarism. The maintenance of order is an elementary guarantee 
the benefit of which I should ensure to all under my rule, and I shall not fail 
in this duty. I hope that the various elements constituting the Algerian popu- 
lation will be fused together. My desire will be fulfilled if the newcomers into 
the French family are all imbued by the traditions, manners, and genius of our 
race. 


East London Synagogue. 


The Raul preached the sermon at this synagogue on Sabbath last. 
‘Taking his text from Psalm cxxviii., 2, ‘' When thou shalt eat the labour of thine 
hands happy shalt thou be, and it shall be well with thee,” Dr. Adler spoke on the 
blessing of industry and the dignity of labour. After pointing out how thie 
virtue of industry characterised and blessed the lives of each of the patriarchs, 
Dr. Adler urged his hearers to influence their sons in the direction of skilled 
handicrafts instead of suffering them to enter the overcrowded Jewish 
trades. He referred to the facilities offered the rising generation 
in the technical departments of the Stepney Jewish Schools and the 
People’s Palace, and urged parents to avail themselves of the beneficent offices 
of the industrial department of the Jewish Board of Guardians when their sons 
and daughters reached the age of apprenticeship. ‘The preacher mentioned 
that the Industrial Committee were very desirous of extending their activities, 
so that the prospects of Jewish young men might be improved and 
their status raised in the labour market. After the service, the Honorary 
Officers and the members of the Board of Management received the Chief Rabbi 
in the Vestry Room. In the course of a few remarks Dr. Adler expressed his 
satisfaction on learning of the continued progress of the congregation and 
his pleasure at seeing the Synagogue so well filled that morning.

From Strasburg comes the news that the first lady students who have passed 
the preliminary examination in the medical faculty, the so-called fentanien 
physicum with success, are two Jewish ladies, namely, Fraiilein Hirsch of 
Frankfort and Fraiilein Philippson of Bonn. 

AUSTRALIA. 


A meeting of Jewish residents of Broken Hill was held at Tait's Masonic 
Hali on October 7th, with the object of forming a Jewish congregation and 
building a synagogue in Broken Hill. There was a large attendance of ladies 
and gentlemen. Mr. Bernard Stone, who was voted to the Chair, considered 
that the time had arrived when the Jewish residents should band together and 
build a house of worship of their own. A school for religious 1ustruction was 
badly needed also; and the outcome of the establishment of a congregation In 
Broken Hill would be the formation of a Sunday school and other institutions 
connected with the Hebrew congregation. It was resolved that a congregation 
be formed, to be called the “ Broken Hill Hebrew Congregation.” It was decided 
that the Minister for Lands be written to with the request that if possible a 
block of land be granted for the purpose of erecting a synagogue. ‘The ladies 
present were appointed collectors for the purpose of receiving donations. An 
election of officers for the ensuing six months took place with the following 
results :—President, Mr. L. Gordon ; Treasurer, Mr. I. Krantz: Hon, Secretary, 
Mr. W. Levy; Trustees, Messrs. M. Jacobs, G. Edelman and 8, Dryen ; Com- 
mittee, Messrs. S. Rosenthal, W. Stone, Alex. Warsaw, Brown, A. Bernstein, 
B. Stone, A. Edelman, *. Krantz and 8S. Bernstein. The Committee was 
instructed to draw up rules for the guidance and government of the congrega- 
tion, to be placed before a general meeting for approval at an early date. After 
some minor matters were discussed, the meeting.adjourned. A collection was 
‘made and realised £41 163,64. Weekly subscriptions are being paid to start 
building operations which it is expected will be commenced in May next. 

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 

Our Buda-Pesth Correspondent writes: At the annual general meeting of 
the Buda-Pesth Demokraten Club, Dr. Wilhelm Viizonyi, the celebrated Jewish 
lawyer and distinguished writer, was unanimously elected President.—The 
result of the municipal elections in Buda-Pesth is a great triumph for the local 
Jewry, as more coreligionists were elected Town Councillors than last year.— 
A Jewish soldier, Koloman Perl, died in Buda-Pesth October 3. The funeral 
service was attended by large numbers of notabilities. Captains, Colonels and 
Generals. The deceased served for thirteen years in the Ist Hussaren Regiment 
and was decorated with the medal for valour by the Emperor-King Francis 
Josepb, and from the Emperor Wilhelm of Germany he received two years 
ago the Red Eagle Order.—The Criminal Court of Buda-Pesth has sentenced 
tne anti-Semite Francis Martos. of Budakes, to two months imprisonment for 
having. insulted a Jewish girl.—The Jewish writer, Joseph. Spitzer. in Buda- 
Pesth has just published a little book : * The Rights of Merchants in Hungary.’ 

FRANCE. 

The death 1s announced of Madame Salvador, widow of Colonel Gabriel 
Salvador, who after the close of his military career devoted his hfe to ayri- 
culture. Madame Salvador was actively associated in her husband's rural 
works of philanthropy, which have been continued and developed by 
her daughters, especially Madame Brandon. herself the widow of a distinguished 
officer who fell in the Franco-C:erman War. Madame Salvador founded at 
allan an asylum for agricultural labourers. Her country residence was at one 
time the headquarters-of the Kuights of Malta, and Hebrew inscriptions are 
still to be seen on the former chapel. One of the deceased lady's brothers was 
M. Hector Cremieux, the well-known dramatist, and another attained a higher 
_grade in’ the army. 

The death is also announced of M. Maurice Wahl, Professor of History 
and Geography, at the Lyc¢e Condorcet in Paris, and at one time Inspector- 
General of Education for the Colonies, It was during his residence in Indo- 
China that M. Wahl contracted the germs of the disease to which he has 
succumbed at the age of forty-six. He was the author of several valuable 
works, and at the time of his death he was putting the finishing touches. to 
a general geography. M. Wahl was in his youth a pupil at the Talmud 
‘Torah in Paris, and was deeply attached to everything which concerned Judaism, 

Dr. Baron Henri de Rothschild lectured on Monday and Tuesday last to 
the Union Scolaire on depopulation and the protection of early infancy, 

The martyrdom of Alfred Dreyfus has had incidentally the beneficial effect 
to cause the abolition of le double bomle in the French convict system. It is a 
kind of close confinement in bed by means of irons, which in Dreyfus’s case 
wore away the skin and wounded the flesh of the legs, which when healed by a 
temporary cessation was constantly re-opened by the renewal of the torture. 
This cruel punishment was inflicted on the prisoner by the orders of M,. André 
Lebon, a former Minister for the Colonies. merely on the suggestion that other- 
wise the prisoner would escape. | 


GERMANY. 


A correspondent writes: Dr. Max Ring of Berlin, the well-known author 
‘ and novellist, has well earned the title of Professor just conferred upon him. 
‘The octogenarian—he was born in Zanditz near Ratibor, on the 4th of August, 
1417—originally intended to follow the calling’ of a physician. He therefore 
studied medicine at the Breslau and Berlin Universities. He took the degree 
of Doctor, and in 1841 established himself asa physician in Glenvitz. But he 
always showed likewise predilection for literary work, and as far back as 1840) 
he published, jointly with the well-known Moritz Fraenkel, a volume of highly 
interesting poems. In the course of time he grew more and more enamoured 
of literature as his calling, and in 1518 he definitely gave up his practice as a 
hysician and became a writer. In 1850 Dr. Ring transferred his domicile to 
serlin, where he still resides. He has extensively contributed to various news- 
_ papers, specially feuilletons and essays, and he has been a most prolific writer in 
the columns of the National Zeiéung and other prominent newspapers in 
Germany and also in Vienna, Apart, however, from those most interesting and 
highly entertaining articles which gave him great renown, Dr. Ring is widely 
. known for his many charming novels, which enjoy great popularity. Dr. Ring 
_ — written comediettas, which were performed at the Berlin Court 
eatre. 


INDIA. 


The Bene Israel Mutual Provident Fund in Bombay recently held its 
annual meeting for the reception of the Report. Mr. B. Samson was voted to 


the chair. The proceedings opened with a prayer offered up in Marathi by Mr, — 


Samson Samuel, the Secretary. The Fund was established fourteen years ago, 
aud undertakes to perform free funerals for poor coreligionists, especially during 
times of plague and famine. It also supplies books free of charge to the 
children attending the Primary School and grants clothes to the needy. 
The chief aim of the Society 1s to open an orphanage in the City of Bombay, 
The annual report showed that there was an increase in the number of members, 
The balance in the treasurer's hands is 834 rupees. Four free funerals were 
performed by the Society, and twelve nominees of deceased members were 
paid their dues according to the rules of the Society.

ZIONISM IN NOTTINGHAM. 


SIR SAMUEL MONTAGU AND THE MOVEMENT 


My. PAvcL MEYER presided over a large gathering: ig the Mechanics’ [nsti- 
tute, Vottingham, on Monday evening, when an address was delivered by Mr, L 
J. Gr onberg, Sessional Chairman of the Eoglish Zionist Federation. After a 
brief troduction by the CHAIRMAN, 


Mr GREENBERG said they had to ask the old. ‘old question, “ Watchman, 
what { the night?” They must not forget that there was a very dark night 
in Jewry, and that though some of them were standing somewhat in the day- 


light ot the liberty and freedom of this great country, darkness black and 
severe rested upon the great bulk of the Jewish people. The Jewish ques- 
tion, be was sorry to say, looked as black as ever,.and in many respects it 


look«1 a good deal blacker than it had done during the past few years, 
Thins bad not mended in Russia, Galicia, Bulgaria, or Roumania. In France 


‘the av ti-Semitic agitation had not died down, while only last Saturday morning 


an article had appeared in a London paper with the suggestive heading 
‘Jew in London—Is he a Menace’ He did not suggest or suppose that 


of the English people were too sensible, and consequently-just to counten- 
ance anti-Semitism in apy serious form, He was perfectly sure that the people 
of Evvland, knowing and appreciating their Bible, would never turn against the 
peop who had saved the Bible for the worlil—the people who, through good 
report and bad, with their very lives, had given to the world its most precious 
heritage. Nevertheless they could not fail to notice the tendency that there was in 
some uarters bere to work up an ill feeling against some of the Jewish people. 
Those things had to be faced with the best arguments and by showing how 
exagverated were some of the statements made and how false were most of the 
conclusions drawn. They must not hide from themselves the fact that there 
was in England, so far as the Jewish community was concerned, an increasing 
pressure from the east of Europe, which it would be well to take into serious 
consideration, There was, for instance, the influx from Roumania. These 
Roumanians were men not only of good physique, capable and intelligent, 
but also men who could not in any sense of the word be called beggars. They 
were men who had been driven away from Roumania by the fact that the 
Government of that country had broken the terms and flung aside the obliga- 

| A large number of these men had come to this 
country, and what did they find! The London Board of Guardians. with its 
huge income, was absolutely unable to cope with that Roumanian immizration. 
The Board could not find work for them, and did not feel justified in sending 
most of them to any of the Colonies, because they were mirried men and their 
families were in Roumania, They could not altogether blame that Board 
because they were afraid if they were too easy with tne Roumanians now here 
others might thereby be induced to come to this country. He referred to these 
thiugs, however, to show that, as Dr. Herzl had pointed out, philanthropy so far 
as the Jewish question was concerned had utterly broken down. What other 
scheme was there to take the place of this doling out of alms to people who were 
only made to resemble beggars when the doles were viven them’ No other 
solution had been offered except Zionism. The Zionist solution of the problem 
had been made by its opponents to appear complex and difficult to many people, 
but it was in fact the only practicable solution that bad yet been suggested. 
They had to find some spot on earth where Jews might be in a majority, and 
which at least they might call their home. ‘There was only one place in the 
r.koning, and that was the home which traditionally was theirs, and which 
historically and religiously was theirs, and to which they were bound by ties of 
the highest character—(Applause). Tliat being so, they had to find for the 
Jew what had been termed a -legally-secured home in Palestine—(Cheers). 
Zionism had been spoken of as a dream, and those who believed in it had been 
warned to beware that their dream did not become a nightmare. He failed 
to see the analogy, but he would reply that it was surely better to have a dream 
which gave them a hope of raising Jewry from its fallen and down-trodden 
position, than to have no hope of better things —(Applause) The speaker 
then went on to refer to the attitude of Sir Samuel Montagu with regard to the 
movement. He (the speaker) would always desire to speak in terms of the 
deepest respect of Sir Samuel Montagu, whose life-work in the Jewish 
cause he would be the last to venture to depreciate —(Cheers.) But when Sir 
Samuel said that he would spurn getting the vote of any Zionist who supported 
or refrained from supporting candidates by reason of the attitude they adopted 
towards Zionism, he could not refrain from remarking that it was curious Sir 
Samuel reserved these observations for a London meeting after the Leeds 
Klection, while at Leeds he received, and spoke favourably of, Leeds Zionists 
wlio were voters—(Hear, hear). Obviously intervening events had caused Sir 
Samuel considerably to modify his views—(Laughter). But let that go. Why 
he referred to Sir Samuel's words was to put it to Sir Samuel whether he did 
not feelit inconsistent with his work on behalf of our people and his professions 
as a “ Biblical” Zionist. whatsoever that might mean, merely to stand outside 
the Zionist movement and criticise. If he, was so anxious to see that 


movement shape itself rightly to right ends, why in the name of 
all that was sacred did not Sir: Samuel come over and_ help 
them ?— (Loud cheers). If he would do so he would set a 


hiting crown to a worthy life, and by thus living for Zion would 
do more good for the Jewish people than by, as he had suggested he might, 
“cing to Zion for the purpose of ending hisdays there. Even Sir Samuel would 
vave to concede that Zionism had succeeded, for the first time in the history of 
Jidaism since the dispersion, in bringing Jews together from all parts of the 
world, That was at least a great step gained for any one who wished to 
serve his people. Perhaps Sir Samuel would reply that his asking him to 
‘ome into the movement was one of those dreams which those wretched 
/ionists were continually indulging in, and beg them to pause before it 
vecame a nightmare.—(Laughter.) Anyway, he felt sure Sir Samuel would not 
deem-his invitation impertinent, which was an epithet he had not hesitated 
to apply to the speaker when he on one occasion did what he conceived to be 
tis duty at the United Synagogue Council—(Laughter and cheers) In con- 
clusion Mr. Greenberg said they had set their hands and devoted their hearts to 
the work, and they cared not if they had to go down to the grave with their 
ideal of redeeming and uphfting their race unrealised. At least they would 
know that by the work they were doing they were transmitting to their children 
the choicest heritage that it was possible for them to bestow upon the genera- 
tions who followed them—(Loud cheers), ; 

Several questions were then put to Mr.Greenberg and answered after which 
Mr. Greenberg was heartily thanked for his interesting address, 


The Rev. Harris Couen then proposed a cordial vote of thanks to Mr. 
Paul Meyer for presiding. : 
Mr. Meyer had been at a Jewish gathering in Nottingham, and that there must 
be something like a“ Mascot” in Zionism to have induced him to preside there 
that evening. The resolution having been unanimously adopted, Mr. Paul 
Meyer, in responding, spoke of the great pleasure it gave him to do anything 
practical on behalf of the Jewish cause, and hoped that at no distant date he 
Would again be amongst them—(Applause). 

The proceedings then concluded.

Proposed New Synagogue at Woolwich. 


A meeting was held on Sunday evening last, at the Royal Mortar Hotel 
Woolwich, for the purpose of establishing a Synagogue and schoolrooms. Mr. 
M. Barnett was in the chair, and was supported by the Rev. N. Lipman 
(Chief Shochet), Mr. S. Alfred Adler (son of the Chief Rabbi), Mr. Josepli 
Maizels, and Mr. Samuel N. Lipman. There were present about fifty Jewish 
residents of Woolwich. Speeches were delivered by the Rev. N. Lipman and 
Mr, 8. Alfred Adler, pointing out the necessity of establishing a place of 
worship and class-rooms for educating the Jewish children. 


Mr. M. Barnerr (the Chairman) said that he had resided in Woolwich 
for upwards of fourteen years, and bad always felt the necessity of having a 
synagogue and school. He hoped the time was not far distant when his hopes 
would be realised. They had obtained, throuyh the Chief Rabbi and the 
Ecclesiastical Authorities, a Shochet, a teacher, c.. as he was aware that many 
Jewish residents had been compelled to eat ‘Trifa meat, owing to the distance 
from london. Addresses were also delivered by Mr. J. Maizens, Mr. 
GOLDSTEIN, and several other gentlemen. 


_ _ A resolution was carried resolving ‘' That a synagogue and school be erected 
in Woolwich as early as possible.’ ‘he following gentlemen were then elected 
as Hon, Otticers of the Woolwich Hebrew Congregation: Mr. M. Barnett, 
President: Mr. Mark Jacobs, Vice-President; Mr. J, Muslin, Treasurer; Mr. 
M. Goldstein, Warden; Mr. Morris Jaco>s, Warden, and Mr. David Gold- 
stein, 7:3 and 74, Plumstead Read, S.E, Secretary, At the conclusion of the 
meeting a vote of thanks was. passed to the Rev. N. Lipman, Mr. 8. A. Adler, 
Mr. J. Maizels and Mr. Samuel N. Lipman, for their trouble in coming down 
to Woolwich, and also to Mr. Hall, the proprietor of the Hotel, for his 
kindness in lending the room for the meeting, and for his promise to do so on 
future occasions.

It is hoped that 
circumstances have now sufficiently changed to give the present the prospect | 
of ultimate success. 


Food Distribution. 


Mr. D. Tallerman announces that he has perfected asystem for the effective 
distribution of home and colonial products that will enable producers at home 
to contend successfully against foreign rivals. Mr. Tallerman is organising 
the premises, machinery, plant, appliances, and staff for practically 
carrying out the system upon a commercial scale, and is arranging for the imme- 
diate commencement of ‘an Imperial technical object lesson, that will clearly 
show toall interested the available methods they may command for strengthening 
their position. The object lesson will be embodied ‘in a series of demonstrations 
of commercial distribution, to be conducted from Millwall Dock, where a 
building possessing an area of 15,000 square feet, with railway siding, has been 
fitted up with the requisite steam machinery, plant and appliances. The demon- 
strations will be commenced with home-growa and colonial wheats and meats, to 
be followed with Irish eggs and home and colonial produce of every description 
in rotation, 

The first d) monstrations will be to supply substantial hot meals for families 
at a nominal price. Each family meal will consist of seven pounds of solid 
foods, viz.: one pound of meat without bone. one pound of wheat, and five 
pounds of vegetables or their equivalents in cereals, with condiments, the whole 
forming a substantial and well-cooked meal for a family of six persons, which 
will be delivered hot to persons’ residences at the time required, for the sum of 
one shilling, with one penny for delivery. The delivery of the family meals to 
the extent of 500 daily, will be made for three months in connection with the 
bakers of Millwall and Poplar. Other districts and meals for individual 
workers will follow. 

In the interest of Jews desiring to bave kosher meals premises have been 
acquired in Middlesex Street, Whitechapel, which will be fitted up as a kosher 
prepared meal factory and a steam kitchen. Kosher meals at a low charge will 
be delivered in the City hot whenever required.

BOOKS AND BOOKMEN. 


The ‘* Tushia’’ Series. 


Before commenting on Mr. Yellin's Hebrew Reading-book (“ Mikra lefi 
Hataf”), a few words must be said regarding the neo-Hebrew series of which the 
work forms part. The “ Tushia” publications are issued in 
Warsaw ; “ Tuschijah, Warsaw,” is sufficient address. 

Books for the young and for the adult “general reader” abound in the 
list. The “Children’s Garden” is an illustrated introduction to Hebrew ; 
“(ur Friend” is a children’s prayer-book—both works contain several parts. A 
short Jewish history, in very large type and very simple language ; a complete 
array of the Midrashim, arranged in the order of the Biblical narratives, 
punctuated and with notes: a Talmudic Chrestomathy ; 8. D. Luzzattos 
Hebrew Grammar ; books of Hebrew songs ; a host of children’s books, includ- 
ing (i.) Series for children who are beginning Hebrew, (ii.) Higher Series for 
children who can read and write Hebrew, (iii.) Series (including Grimm’s fairy- 
tales) for more advanced pupils, (iv.) and (v.) still further series in a graduated 
course—all of these are to be found in the Tushia list. | 

Then comes the “ Popular Library,’ many volumes of which have been 
issued. Thus there are thirty-two books of stories, poems, dramas and songs. 
There are twenty-one volumes of science, geography and biography. ‘The latter 
list is very remarkable. for the Tushia has devoted a Hebrew volume to each 
of the following :—Aristotle, Mohammed, Copernicus, Galileo, Rousseau, George 
Eliot, Zola. Maimonides, Spinoza, Moses Chayim Luzzatto, Solomon Maimon., 
Moses Montetiore, Abraham Mappo. In the press are volumes on Riesser, 
Heine, Lassalle, Nietzsche and Abarbanel (the last named by Mr. Yellin), Of 
the popular library 20) volumes may be bought for the extraordinarily low 
price of 4( roubles, and even this sum can be paid in instalments. The price 
of each volume bought separately is 40 copecks. The same firm is about to 
publish two periodicals for children and youths (called jH> OP). A still more 
ambitious project isa Hebrew dictionary to contain all the new words introduced 
since class'cal times, 

| Stade's Zeitschritt for the Old Testament. 

It is good news for students that the first two volumes of Stade’s famous 
periodical have beenreprinted, These volumes first appeared in 1581 and 1ss2. 
but they have long been out of print. They may now be obtained from the 
Rickersche Verlagsbuchhandlung, Giessen. The price is |2 marks a volume. 


At the same moment there has been issued a fourth supplementary volume 
to the Zeitschrift. The plan is a good one. When an essay is rather too long 
to form a part of the Zeitschrift itself, or when there is no room for it for other 
reasons, the publishers print it as a separate brochure. ‘The first of these was 
W. Frankenberg’s ° Die Datierung der Psalmen Salomos ” (1896), in which the 
author vainly attempted to assign a Maccabwan date to the Psalms of Solomon 
which undoubtedly reter to Pompey. The second supplement was Dr. Charles 
Torrey’s Composition and Historical Value of Ezra-Nehemiah” (18:5) the 
third was A. von Gall’s ‘ Altisraelitische ultstitten (1808)—a fine sub:ect 
but too radically treated. <A tifth volume is in preparation, Dr. G. Diettrich’s 
Einleitung in die Psalmen,” 

_ The fourth supplement, now to band,is by Dr. Max Lohr, The title ‘is 
* Untersuchunyen zum Buch Amos.” ‘There are three parts to the essay, (1) 
The text is arranged strophically : it is marvellous how Professor D. H. Miiller’s 
idea—at first ridiculed by scholars—is now making way. (2) The theological 
standpoint of Amos. (3) Jahve-Zebaot, a complete tabular statement of the 
use of this phrase in the Hebrew Bible, and of its equivalents in the Greek 
translation. 

The Samaritan Liturgy. 

As a thesis qualifying for the doctorate degree at Bile, Mr. S. Rappoport has 
presented an interesting essay on the Samaritan Liturgy (‘La Liturgie 
- Samaritaine, Othce du Soir des Ivtes,” Paris, Camis), The 76 pages of the 
volume do not, however, complete Dr. Rappoport’s work. The following notes 
are descriptive rather than critical. ()ae does not willingly dabble in Samaritana 
after the awful example of Heidenheim, The latter once rendered a Samaritan 
sentence into German thus: “ Das Vieb kann nicht getriakt werden, wo hin goll 
es gehen eine ganze Generation geht zu Gruade.” The real meaning, accor ding 
to Dr. Rappoport, is ‘Le mechant ne trouve point (un endroit) oi: se diriger, 
car la colv:re est contre lui.” 

‘The author of this essay holds that the Samaritan Liturgy contains within 
it traces of the most primitive form of the Jewish Liturgy. He thinks that 
the Samaritan prayers go back far beyond the reign of Baba Rabba (ith 
century), to which date Mr. Cowley assigned their commencement. The Liturgy 
in its present form may not be older than the 14th century. yet this does not 
deny greater antiquity toits form. The evolution among the Samaritans may 
have been parallel to that among the Jews. The necessity fora Liturgy must 
have made itself felt quite early. just as it did among the Jews and the 
Christians. The present Samaritan Liturgy has rather the appearance of a 


juxtaposition of diverse elements than of a coherent whole. The author then. 


cites some Samaritan traditions as to the antiquity of the Liturgy. He admits 
that little credence could be given to such statements unless they were confirmed 
by independent evidence. He thinks that he can produce such evidence, which 
is, however, in the main, argumentative rather than historical. He finds mention 
of numerous Samaritan Synagogues in the 4th century, and holds that this 
implies the pre-existence of a Liturgy, probably in the second century. The 
_. Samaritan Liturgy in its oldest form cannot have differed materially from the 

Jewish, because the Samaritans on the one hand prided themselves on being 
Jews, and on the other they imitated Jewish ceremonies in order that Gerizim 
might effectively rival Jerusalem and attract discontented Jews. It wasonly 
.. With difficulty that certain Rabbis were finally able to interrupt the intimate 

ke between the Jews and the Samaritans.

The author finds further co. tiring 
tion of this view in the identities between Samaritan and Karaite prayer, fy, 
argues that as the Karaites sought pre-T'almudic models, the fact that they 
agree with the Samaritans proves that the latter also had pre-lAlmya 
liturgical forms. I cannot pretend that Dr. Rappoport’s essay seems io me 
convincing. But it is scholarly and interesting. ae

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BOOKS AND BOOKMEN. 


The ** Tushbia’’ Series. 


Before commenting on Mr. Yellin's Hebrew Reading-book (“ Mikra lefi 
Hataf”), a few words must be said regarding the neo-Hebrew series of which the 
work forms part. The “ Tushia” publications (T7'@1N MNS) are issued 1n 
Warsaw ; “ Tuschijah, Warsaw,” is sufficient address. 

Books for the young and for the adult “general reader” abound in the 
list. The “Children’s Garden” is an illustrated introduction to Hebrew ; 
“(Our Friend” is a children’s prayer-book—both works contain several parts. A 
short Jewish history, in very large type and very simple language ; a complete 
array of the Midrashim, arranged in the order of the Biblical narratives, 
punctuated and with notes; a Talmudic Chrestomathy; 8. D. Luzzattos 


Hebrew Grammar ; books of Hebrew songs ; a host of children’s books, includ-: 


ing (i.) Series for children who are beginning Hebrew, (ii.) Higher Series for 


children who can read and write Hebrew, (iii.) Series (including Grimm's fairy-’ 


tales) for more advanced pupils, (iv.) and (v.) still further series in a graduated 


 course—all of these are to be found in the Tushia list. 


Then comes the “ Popular Library,’ many volumes of which have been 
issued. Thus there are thirty-two books of stories, poems, dramas and songs. 


There are twenty-one volumes of science, geography and biography. ‘Thie latter: 


list is very.remarkable. for the Tushia has devoted a Hebrew volume to each 
of the following :—Aristotle, Mohammed, Copernicus, Galileo, Rousseau, George 
Eliot, Zola. Maimonides, Spinoza, Moses Chayim Luzzatto, Solomon Maimon, 
Moses Montefiore, Abraham Mappo. In the press are volumes on Riesser, 
Heine, Lassalle, Nietzsche and Abarbanel (the last named by Mr. Yellin). Of 
the popular library 20) volumes may be bought for the extraordinarily low 
price of 4( roubles, and even this sum can be paid in instalments, The price 
of each volume bought separately is 4 copecks. The same firm is about, to 
publish two periodicals for children and youths (called {H> OY). <A still more 
ambitious project isa Hebrew dictionary to contain all the new words introduced 
since classical times, 
Stade's Zeitschritt for the Old Testament. 

It is good news for students that the first two volumes of Stade’s famous 
periodical have been reprinted. These volumes first appeared in [88] and 1ss2. 
but they have long been out of print. They may now be obtained from the 
Rickersche Verlagsbuchhandlung, Giessen. The price is !2 marks a volume. 


At the same moment there has been issued a fourth suppleméntary volume 
to the Zeitschrift. The plan isa good one. When an essay is rather too long 
to form a part of the Zeitschrift itself, or when there is no room for it for other 
reasons, the publishers print it as a separate brochure. ‘The first of these was 
W. Frankenberg’s “ Die Datierung der Psalmen Salomos ” (186), in which the 
author vainly attempted to assign a Maccabwan date to the Psalms of Solomon. 
which undoubtedly refer to Pompey. ‘The second supplement was Dr. Charles 
Torrey’s * Composition and Historical Value of Ezra-Nehemiah” (185): the 
third was A. von Gall’s Altisraelitische hultstitten (1808)—a fine subject, 
but too radically treated. A fifth volume is in preparation, Dr. G,. Diettrich’s 
Einleitung in die Psalmen.” 

The fourth supplement, now to hand,is by Dr. Max Lolir. The title is 
* Untersuchungen zum Buch Amos.” ‘There are three parts to the essay. (1) 
The text is arranged strophically : it is marvellous how Professor D. H. Miiller’s 
idea—at first ridiculed by svholars—is now making way. (2) The theological 
standpoint of Amos. (3) Jahve-Zebaot, a complete tabular statement of the 
use of this phrase in the Hebrew Bible, and of its equivalents in the Creek 
translation. 

The Samaritan Liturgy. 

As a thesis qualifying for the doctorate degree at Bile, Mr. 8. Rappoport has 
presented an interesting essay on the Samaritan Liturgy (“La Liturgie 
Samaritaine, Office du Soir des Fetes,” Paris, Camis). The 76 pages of the 
volume do not, however, complete Dr, Rappoport’s work. . The following notes 
are descriptive rather than critical. ()ae does not willingly dabble in Samaritana 
after the awful example of Heidenheim, The latter once rendered a Samaritan 
sentence into German thus: “ Das Vieb kann nicht getriakt werden, wo hin soll 
es gehen eine ganze Generation geht zu Gruade.” The real meaning, accor ding 


to Dr. Rappoport, is ‘Le mechant ne trouve point (un endroit) of: se diriger, 


car la coli:re est contre lui.” 


The author of this essay holds that the Samaritan Liturgy contains within 
it traces of the most primitive form of the Jewish Liturgy. He thinks that 
the Samaritan prayers go back far beyond the reign of Baba Rabba (ith 
century), to which date Mr, Cowley assigned their commencement. The Liturgy 
in its present form may not be older than the 14th century. yet this does not 
deny greater antiquity toits form. The evolution among the Samaritans may 


have been parallel to that among the Jews. The necessity for a Liturgy must 


have made itself felt quite early, just as it did among the Jews and the 
The present Samaritan Liturgy has rather the appearance of a 


cites some Samaritan traditions as to the antiquity of the Liturgy. He admits 
that little credence could be given to such statements unless they were confirmed 
by independent evidence. He thinks that he can produce such evidence, which 
is, however, in the main, argumentative rather than historical. He finds mention 
of numerous Samaritan Synagogues in the 4th century, and holds that this 
implies the pre-existence of a Liturgy, probably in the second century. The 
Samaritan Liturgy in its oldest form cannot have differed materially from the 
Jewish, because the Samaritans on the one hand prided themselves on being 
Jews, and on the other they imitated Jewish ceremonies in order that Gerizim 
might effectively rival Jerusalem and attract discontented Jews. It waseonly 
with difficulty that certain Rabbis were finally able to interrupt the intimate 
relations between the Jews and the Samaritans. vin 


The parallels between the Christian and Mohammedan liturgies and the 
Samaritan are next adduced by the author. He perceives that it may be that 
the latter copied the former in the salutations and the formule, “ But there is 
© serious ground for holding the Samaritan institutions later than those of

Christianity and Islam.” Both Church and Mosque borrowed from 
Synagogue, and if the Samaritan liturgy agreed in essence with the Jew «tthe, 
it is obvious that there must’be similarities between the Samaritan pray ors and 
those of the Christians and Mohammedans. The author finds further contiry, 
tion of this view in the identities between Samaritan and Karaite prayir, fy, 
argues that as the Karaites sought pre-Talmudic models, the fact tha they 
agree with the Samaritans proves that the latter also had pre-lajmya; 
liturgical forms. I cannot pretend that Dr, Rappoport’s essay seem. 
convincing. But it is scholarly and interesting. 7

The total number of pensioners on the books is nineteen, who are in rev -ipt of 
sums varying from 2s, 6d, to 10s. per week. The total amount granted in loans 
was {131,as compared with £200 103. in the previous year, viz.: secured loans 
fs to nine applicants, and unsecured loans £51 to ten applicants. In moving 
the adoption of the reportand balance sheet, the President referred with regret 
to the fact that in a large congregation like that of Birmingham, only 174
